Editorial 





FLIGHT FROM THE DOLLAR. 


By reducing their store of govern- 
ment bonds, their postal savings and 
bank savings accounts in order to 
purchase almost every type of civil- 
ian goods, the American public is 
actively promoting inflation. 

For seven consecutive months the 
public has reduced its investment in 
government savings bonds. In that 
time E bonds have been cashed to 
the amount of $2,586,000,000, which 
amount is $610,000,000 in excess of 
FE, bond sales. 

Postal savings balances have been 
dropping, the latest balance at Chi- 
cago being $204,493,219, in contrast 
to $219,535,244 last May. Balances 
in savings accounts in Chicago banks 
declined $11,000,000 between June 
30 and December 31, 1950. For the 
first time since 1931, savings balances 
in that city declined in the second 
half of the year. 

Where the money is going or has 
gone is shown by the report that de- 
partment store sales increased twen- 
ty-four per cent in the first six weeks 
of this year, over the corresponding 
period of 1950. January mail-order 
sales were up 45.7 per cent. Gains of 
over twenty per cent were common 
among the big grocery chains. No 
doubt some of the funds have gone 
into the rising stock market, while 
some may have been taken by the 
larger down payments required on 
installment purchases. 

Back of this impulsion to spend 
money was, first, the fear of scarci- 
ties. How much is scare buying, how- 
ever, and how much is anticipation 
of inflation, which will further re- 
duce the value of the dollar, is diffi- 
cult to determine. 

The action of the federal govern- 
ment in increasing expenditures, 
even though it is accompanied by 
additional taxes, fosters the appre- 
hension of more inflation. For the 
coming year the federal budget is 
$71,000,000,000, which would leave 
a deficit of $12,000,000,000, on a 
cash basis, with tax collections at the 
level now indicated. 

This is a far better condition than 
during World War II, when taxation 
defrayed only forty per cent of gov- 
ernment spending. On the basis 
above, present taxes would cover

over eighty-two per cent of federal 
expenditures so far budgeted for the 
coming fiscal year. 

But the contemplated expansion of 
military forces, the prospect of send- 
ing large armies overseas and the 
probable higher costs of the defense 
program because of advancing prices 
give basis for the belief that govern- 
ment expenditures may be consider- 
ably beyond the budget figure. 

Increasing resistance to taxes 
would make additional expenditures 
difficult to meet. Federal tax receipts 
can only be enlarged by additions to 
the low income brackets or a sales 
tax at a relatively high rate. In either 
event, pressure for new wage in- 
creases would result. Higher wages 
would only serve to increase prices 
and so bring on the very inflation 
that higher taxes are presumed to 
combat. 

Some control of inflation might be 
secured by Congress through prun- 
ing the budget and avoiding tax in- 
creases. How successful will be the 
advocates of economy at Washington 
remains to be seen. 





IMPROVING THE MARKET. 


An example of cooperation in de- 
veloping the market for better plants 
currently appears in Massachusetts. 
It includes the public in the form of 
garden club members, commercial 
nurserymen of the area and a recog- 
nized leader in the publicizing of 
better things, the Arnold Arboretum. 

As subject matter for a study 
course by members of the Federation 
of Garden Clubs of Massachusetts, 
Dr. Donald Wyman, of the Arnold 
Arboretuni, selected forty-five of the 
best shrubs for Massachusetts gar- 
dens. Five of the shrubs were listed 
for discussion at each of the monthly 
meetings held during the ensuing 
year, and an outline of the character- 
istics of each plant and its uses was 
provided by the arboretum. 

Most of the ‘shrubs are already to 
be found in the catalogs of the lead- 
ing nurserymen of the state, al- 
though some of the less common ones 
are to be found only in a few. Know- 
ing what shrubs the garden club 
members are discussing, Massachu- 
setts nurserymen have an incentive 
to produce or procure them to meet 
requests. 

The forty-five shrubs on the list 
were discussed one evening at the 


eastern nurserymen’s convention 
and the names of the shrubs and 
some report of the discussion at New 
York appear on another 
this issue.

PRICE CONTROL EXEMPTION, 


The government order exempting 
from price controls the merchandise 
of nurserymen and florists is excel- 
lent evidence of the efficacy and 
promptness of action obtained by 
trade organizations. The order was 
issued two months to the day after 
the general ceiling price control reg- 
ulation of January 26 and is the only 
general exemption granted in that 
period. 


The exemption issued on merchan- 
dise of nurserymen and florists came 
in consequence of statements pre- 
sented by the American Association 
of Nurserymen and the Society of 
American Florists together with the 
cut greens industry of the northwest 
and others. News report of the price 
control exemption appears on an- 
other page of this issue. 


CLASSIFIED ADS. 

The advertising columns of this 
magazine serve not only the whole- 
growers of nursery stock who 
have an extensive line and a large 
stock of material, but also the retail 
growers who may have a supply of 
one or a few items. This may either 
be a specialty, which the nurseryman 
grows particularly well and therefore 
in larger quantity, or it may be a 
surplus resulting from a particularly 
good stand.

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Favor Continuation of Quarantine 


At Jap Beetle Hearing 


The retention of the federal quar- 
antine on account of the Japanese 
beetle, and its extension where neces- 
sary, was favored by all who attended 
the hearing held by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, at Wash- 
ington, D. C., March 30. 

‘Instead of being in the large audi- 
torium on the first floor of the South 
building, United States Department 
of Agriculture, which is air-condi- 
tioned and with soft seats, the hear- 
ing was held on the fifth floor of the 
main administration building in a 
small room accommodating only a 
few people and with hard straight- 
backed chairs. This was quite a 
difference from the hearings held on 
the Japanese beetle in the old days, 
when such hearings would attract 
200 to 250 people instead of the 
forty-six who were registered in 
attendance March 30, and many of 
these were officials of the bureau of 
entomology and plant quarantine. 

The hearing was opened by Dr. 
Avery S. Hoyt, chief of the bureau, 
and notice of the hearing was read 
into the record by Dr. Ralph Sher- 
man, also of the bureau. A review 
of the Japanese beetle situation in 
regard to the results of trapping, soil 
and foliage treatments was then pre- 
sented by Dr. William Middleton, in 
charge of the beetle program for the 
bureau. He first took up the over- 
all national situation and then in de- 
tail the situation as it exists in those 
states outside the generally regu- 
lated area. He spent considerable 
time on the results of control and 
suppression of work in those states, 
pointing out the general effectiveness 
of soil and foliage treatments in iso- 
lated spots. He reported also that 
the state expenditures, in these out- 
lying states, for the control and sup- 
pression of the beetle just about 
equaled the federal expenditures in 
those states. 


Eastern Board Statement. 


Frank Sorasi, president of the 
Eastern Plant Board and represent- 
ing the New Jersey department of 
agriculture, presented a statement on 
behalf of the Eastern Plant Board. 
The statement ‘opposed the revoca- 
tion of quarantine 48, relating to the 
Japanese beetle, and approved the 
extension of the quarantine to those 
states and areas affected whenever 
the bureau of entomology and plant 


quarantine believes it wise to do so. 
He pointed out that as the quaran- 
tine was extended increased costs 
were entailed. He made four points: 

1) That the quarantine was 
worth while in preventing the spread 
of the Japanese beetle. 

2) That the quarantine was ac- 
complishing its purpose in general, 
although not totally preventing the 
spread of the pest. This could be 
done only by great expense and in- 
tolerable handicaps to the businesses 
affected. It is now being carried on, 
in the opinion of the Eastern Plant 
Board, with a minimum of expense 
and inconvenience and is at the 
same time providing protection to 
uninfested areas. 

(3). That the quarantine was ad- 
ministered by the proper governmen- 
tal authorities and agencies. If it was 
not continued by the federal govern- 
ment, then it would fall to the states 
to carry on similar quarantine work 
and this was not approved of by the 
Eastern Plant Board. In other words, 
it wanted the quarantine contin- 
ued under the federal authority. 
Failure to do so, Mr. Sorasi said, 
would do more harm to industry in 
the area now generally regulated 
and would give less protection to the 
states outside the area. 

(4) That no benefit would derive 
to anyone or any part of the country 
by the revocation of the quarantine. 


For Eastern Nurserymen. 


A. F. Meehan then presented a 
statement on behalf of the Eastern 
Nurserymen’s Association. The first 
point made by Mr. Meehan was that 
if the quarantine were rescinded the 
shippers within the generally regu- 
lated area would have a multiplicity 
of regulations to meet, and the East- 
ern Nurserymen’s Association urged 
the quarantine be continued by the 
bureau of entomology and plant 
quarantine. 

The second point Mr. Meehan 
made was that states with continuous 
record of beetles should be brought 
into the generally regulated area if 
beetles had been found in three suc- 
cessive years. The position of the 
association was that if beetles were 
found in an area for three successive 
years then a permanent infestation 
could be assumed to exist and the 
area, therefore, should be brought 
under quarantine. 


James S. Wells, for the Koster 
Nursery Co., and Sidney B. Hutton, 
for Conard-Pyle Co., as well as the 
Eastern Nurserymen’s Association, 
both pointed out what a disaster it 
would be to their own companies if 
the federal quarantine were revoked. 
Both urged that the quarantine be 
continued under federal auspices 
much as it is now and with the same 
rules and regulations, but extended 
to take in additional areas where es- 
tablished infestations were known to 
exist. 

G. T. French, of the Virginia de- 
partment of agriculture, gave his 
state’s endorsement of the Eastern 
Plant Board’s statement by Mr. 
Sorasi and urged that the federal 
quarantine be maintained. 


Oppose Extension in South. 


C. H. Alden, representing the 
Southern Plant Board, read a resolu- 
tion, passed by the Southern Plant 
Board, March 19, 1951, opposing 
repeal of quarantine 48, approving 
the extension to include states in 
which the insect was widely dissem- 
inated and approving a continuation 
of the federal-state cooperative ac- 
tivities in control and suppression. 

Mr. Alden, then representing the 
Georgia department of agriculture, 
indicated that it was opposed to the 
inclusion of Georgia in the generally 
regulated area, but approved a con- 
tinuation of the federal-state coop- 
eration in the suppression and control 
activities in that state. 

Sam Pettijohn, president of the 
Georgia association, indicated that 
the Georgia nurserymen did not want 
a quarantine on any property or in 
any part of the state where the beetle 
did not exist. They were also op- 
posed to repeal of the federal quar- 
antine, but approved the extension 
to states in which the pest is widely 
distributed. The Georgia nursery- 
men opposed the inclusion of the 
entire state in the generally regulated 
area. 

Ernest Cory, state entomologist of 
Maryland, supported the brief of the 
Eastern Plant Board and indicated 
that the position of Maryland was 
opposed to revocation. 

He also read into the record a let- 
ter from Dr. J. G. Konklin in opposi- 
tion to revocation of the quarantine 
because, Dr. Konklin indicated, New 
Hampshire had no money to handle 
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the inspection and certification work 
which would be required by states 
outside the generally regulated 
area to meet the quarantines of these 
states which they expected would be 
imposed. With no money or person- 
nel to handle the inspection and cer- 
tification work, nurserymen in New 
Hampshire and other shippers would 


be denied a market outside the 
generally regulated area. 
Dr. C. H. Brannon, state ento- 


mologist of North Carolina, indicated 
that they would not oppose the ex- 
tension of the federal quarantine to 
North Carolina if the bureau of 
entomology thought it should be ex- 
tended to that state because of several 
generally infested areas that exist 
within the boundaries of North Caro- 
lina. He pointed out, however, that 
the extension and the continuation 
of the quarantine were biologically 
fallacious and all the arguments thus 
far given were based on economics 
rather than biological reasons, as 
everybody seemed to fear what other 
states might do in the way of quar- 
antine and its effect upon business 
and industry rather than its effect 
upon the spread of the beetle. He 
pointed out that we must look for- 
ward to the time when the quaran- 
tine must fall of its own weight. He 
said in some places there are no labor, 
no DDT and no funds for the carry- 
ing on of the federal-state coopera- 
tive control and suppression activi- 
ties. 


Sam Tankard, of Tankard Nurs- 
eries, Exmore, Va., speaking as presi- 
dent of the Virginia Nurserymen’s 
Association, approved the continua- 
tion of the quarantine and its exten- 
sion, where merited, by the bureau 
of entomology and plant quarantine. 
He approved the statement of the 
Eastern Plant Board, and he also ap- 
proved of Mr. Brannon’s statement 
that sooner or later this quarantine 
would have to be revoked. 


Western Views. 


Frank N. Wallace, of Indiana, said 
his state was the protecting area for 
the entire west, since all east-west 
trucking and railroads go through 
Indiana and carload or truckload 
shipments were broken up in Indi- 
ana, either at Indianapolis or Fort 
Wayne, for local distribution to the 
west. He said that Indiana has no 
infestation of the beetle, although it 
has been found in Indiana in several 
places, but soil and foliage treatments 
have cleaned them up. Consequently, 
Mr. Wallace said, the federal bureau 
of entomology and plant quarantine 
could not extend the quarantine area 
to cover Indiana because it could not 


prove that Indiana had an infesta- 
tion of the beetle. 

Dr. W. A. Price, of Kentucky, said 
he had had this matter up with the 
Kentucky nurserymen and was speak- 
ing for them as well as for the state. 
They urged that the federal quaran- 
tine be maintained and strengthened 
and extended, and he approved of 
Mr. Meehan’s suggestion of a 3-year 
cleanup period for states that would 
in the future have infested areas. 

John Barringer, speaking for Ohio, 
opposed revocation and extension. 
He said Ohio was already in the 
generally infected area, with the

CANNING MACHINE. 


Built on the chassis of a Ford trac- 
tor so as to be maneuverable and eas- 
ily changed in location, a new 1-gal- 
lon canning machine has been de- 
vised by a California nursery. All 
soil-moving operations, which in- 
clude the horizontal auger, elevator 
and hopper agitators, are driven by 
the power take-off from the rear of 
the tractor. An air compressor is 
operated from the pulley in front 
of the radiator and supplies pres- 
sure of about 500 pounds per square 
inch to a tank. This tank supplies 
the pressure which hydraulically 
controls the synchronized movement 
of the soil-filled cylinders, the rotary 
can dispenser and the plunger. 

The machine was designed by 
Harry E. Rosedale, president; Mar- 
tin Usrey, general manager, and Ted 
Bhaer, canning foreman, of the 
Monrovia Nursery Co., Monrovia, 
Calif. It was produced by the Can- 
non Mfg. Co., North Hollywood.

To explain the operation, one 
might follow a can as it goes into the 
machine empty and out of the ma. 
chine with a plant in it. The empty 
can is placed on a gravity feeder 
and moves down to slide into a pock. 
et in a _ rotary sprocket wheel 

similar to those used in a dairy for 
filling milk bottles). There are eight. 
een of these pockets in the rotary 
sprocket wheel. From there the can 
moves to a place under the hopper 
Under this hopper are six cylinders 
on a second rotary wheel, located dj. 
rectly above the other wheel. As 
each empty can comes under a cyl. 
inder it is automatically filled with 
the correct amount of soil. Then the 
soil-filed can passes under the 
plunger. The plunger is a steel die 
shaped exactly like the clay pot from 
which the plant was taken, and thus 
a perfectly shaped hole is made in the 
soil. As the can continues its journey, 
the men place a small plant into the 
soil-filled container, and it then con- 
tinues on to gravity rollers. 

Specially built, low-bedded trucks 
with Model B Ford engines trans- 
port the plants to the desired loca- 
tions. 

In the hopper, special agitators 
keep the soil and added materials 
thoroughly mixed and also allow for 
complete aeration. The horizontal 
auger is fed by loose soil falling in 
from the soil pile. Six men can effi- 
ciently operate the machine, and two 
men are required on the Model B 
trucks to transport the plants to vari- 
ous locations. The machine is capa- 
ble of efficiently canning 1,000 plants 
per hour. Safety of operation is se- 
cured by the closing off of certain 
sections with metal guards.

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Southern Shade Tree Conference 


The Southern chapter of the Na- 
tional Shade Tree Conference held 
its eleventh annual meeting at Palm 
Beach, Fla., March 22 and 23. Ap- 
proximately seventy-five persons from 
the southern states registered for the 
meeting. 

H. M. Van Wormer, of Wormer 
Tree Service, Richmond, Va., was 
elected president for the coming year; 
H. C. Wilson, of Wilson Tree Co., 
Shelby, N. C., vice-president, and 
H. T. Scott, Lookout Mountain, 
Tenn., secretary-treasurer. George 
W. Landis, of Davey Tree Expert 
Co., Ninety Six, S. C., and H. T. 
Scott were elected members of the 
board of governors for two years. 
Ross Farren, of Farrens, Tree Sur- 
geons, Jacksonville, Fla., and J. D. 
Loizeaux, of Burnbrae Tree Service, 
Towson, Md., will serve on the board 
of governors for another year. 

Speaking on “Present and Future 
of Plant Quarantines,” Arthur C. 
Brown, of the Florida plant board, 
Gainesville, emphasized the impor- 
tance of close scrutiny of plants en- 
tering the southern states to avoid 
epidemic diseases. Particular empha- 
sis was placed on the disease of coco- 
nut palms in the hemisphere to the 
south. 


Tree Diseases. 


Dr. George H. Hepting, senior 
pathologist, United States Depart- 
ment of Agrieulture, division of for- 
est pathology, at Asheville, N. C., pre- 
sented an interesting discussion on 
“Leaf Blister of Oaks Controlled by 
Spraying” and added a few words 
relative to wilt-resistant mimosa trees. 
Dr. Hepting mentioned the fact that 
the leaf blister on oaks was similar 
to the disease peach leaf curl. Tem- 
peratures from 50 to 60 degrees seem 
to be most favorable for spore dis- 
tribution. Fairly good control of the 
trouble can be obtained by applying 
two applications of spray in Febru- 
ary and March composed of one and 
one-half pints of Puratize and two 
pints of Zerlate to 100 gallons of 
water. Selection has been made of 
several mimosa trees which are high- 
ly resistant to wilt. These trees will 
be available for limited distribution 
in the south this coming year. 

Discussing “Some New Diseases 
Threatening Southern Trees,” Dr. 
G. F. Gravatt, senior pathologist, 
U. S. D. A., Beltsville, Md., spoke 
in particular of diseases causing 
the dying of coconut palms in South

America and other southern coun- 
tries. If this disease reached the 
southern states it would bring about 
serious injury to the coconut palms 
there, and the loss would be like the 
loss of American elms and oaks in 
the northern states. Dr. Gravatt men- 
tioned the fact that oak wilt, present 
in the midwest, could become a se- 
rious disease in the south. The 
southern oaks, as far as known, are 
susceptible to this oak wilt disease. 
Mention was made of the fact that 
the oak wilt disease could attack the 
Chinese chestnut and that several of 
the oaks were susceptible to chestnut 
blight. 


Flowering Trees. 


After luncheon, the group listened 
to an interesting discussion of “The 
Practical Use of Trees in Highway 
Beautification in Florida.” This dis- 
cussion was illustrated with color 
slides and showed several of the flow- 
ering trees of Florida which are 
adaptable to highway beautification. 
The main point stressed by Mrs. 
Dorothy Palmer, Fort Pierce, Fla., 
was that if we could use trees in 
highway beautification that had flow- 
ers, they would add an additional 
point of interest to the plant. 

Edwin A. Menninger, Stuart, Fla., 
presented a discussion of “Half-hardy 
Showy Flowering Exotic Trees Wor- 
thy of Trial in Florida.” This dis- 
cussion was also illustrated with color 
slides. Mr. Menninger has given un- 
limited attention to the planting and 
trial of different types of flowering 
trees in Florida. At his place at Stu- 
art he has over 1,000 different types 
of trees growing. These plants have 
been collected from all over the 
world, and many of them have good 
possibility of becoming types well 
adapted to planting in the southern 
states, particularly southern Florida. 

Other papers presented during the 
afternoon session were “Utilities in 
Landscape Scheme of Highway and 
Street Design,” by H. O. Drennan, 
Carolina Power & Light Co., Ra- 
leigh, N. C., and “Safety Practices 
for the Arborist,” by Allen Wolf, 
Aetna Casualty & Surety Co., Hart- 
ford, Conn. These two discussions 
brought out many practical points 
for the southern arborists. The after- 
noon session closed with the annual 
business meeting. 

At the evening session Dr. G. F. 
Gravatt presented an illustrated lec- 
ture on “Trees, Their Problems- 


From Portugal to Turkey.” Excellent 
slides were shown of scenes and 
plants photographed by Dr. Gravatt 
on his European trip last summer. 


Second Day. 


The Friday morning session start- 
ed with a discussion by Dr. Ray R. 
Hirt, New York Sate College of For- 
estry, Syracuse, N. Y., on “Meander- 
ings of the Yankee.” Dr. Hirt em- 
phasized the point that every effort 
should be made to instill in the minds 
of the public the necessity of employ- 
ing well qualified treemen. 

Dr. Roy Bair, of Belle Glade, Fla., 
presented an interesting discussion 
on “Turf Management in Tree 
Areas.” Dr. Bair has had consider- 
able experience in developing types 
of grasses suitable to Florida condi- 
tions, and some new selections have 
been placed on the market. Several 
strains of zoysia were highly recom- 
mended. 

The final discussion of the morn- 
ing session was given by A. D. Barnes, 
director of Dade county parks, Mia- 
mi, Fla. The discussion, “The Plant- 
ing, Care and Preservation of Trees 
in Our Public Parks,” was devoted 
primarily to the work that had been 
done in the parks around Miami. 

The afternoon session was devoted 
to field demonstrations of equipment, 
including tree movers, a clipper and 
a lawn aerifier. 


FLORIDA HEAD TO RETIRE. 


Prof. Harold S. Newins, founder 
and present director of the school of 
forestry at the University of Florida, 
Gainesville, will retire June 15. 

Upon his retirement, Professor 
Newins will have served at the uni- 
versity for sixteen years, the first two 
as head of the forestry department 
and the following fourteen as direc- 
tor of the school of forestry. The 
school, founded in 1937, was one of 
the first in the south fully accredited 
by the Society of American Foresters. 

Professor Newins received his 
bachelor’s degree at Lafayette Col- 
lege and his master’s degree in for- 
estry at Yale. He was a ranger and 
a forestry professor in Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania and Michigan before going 
to the University of Florida in 1935. 
He has assisted in the beautification 
of municipal, highway and _ public 
parks throughout Florida, and he is 
a past officer of the Southern Shade 
Tree Conference. 
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Killing Weed Seeds 


By J. H. Stoeckeler 


Weeds in the forest nursery can 
be controlled by treating beds be- 
fore seeding with methyl bromide, a 
rather new development in the field. 
It seems especially well adapted for 
use in small nurseries or floral gar- 
dens on first-year beds of slow-grow- 
ing or tender species which cannot be 
cultivated mechanically without ex- 
cessive damage. 

Methyl! bromide has some possible 
advantages over mineral spirits 
sprays which are applied as a selec- 
tive herbicide in conifer beds (see 
American Nurseryman, issue of April 
1, 1949): (1) It controls weeds dur- 
ing the four or five weeks when min- 
eral spirits are likely to harm the 
more sensitive conifer species: (2) it 
is adaptable for either conifer or 
broad-leaved culture, whereas min- 
eral spirits cannot be used safely on 
most broad-leaved tree species. 

An experiment at Hugo Sauer 
Nursery, at Rhinelander, Wis., in 
1950 proved that methyl bromide 
gave complete freedom from weeds 
for at least twenty-two days after 
treatment and almost complete elim- 
ination of the weed problem for 
thirty-six days. 

The seedbeds were spaded, raked 
and leveled. They were treated on 
June 14 at the rate of one pound of 
methyl bromide per hundred square 
feet. A tight cover of paper was 
placed over the treated beds before 
injection of the gas (according to the 
manufacturer’s directions), weighted 
down with soil on the edges and left 
in place forty-eight hours. The covers 
were then removed and weed counts 
made at several intervals. July 26 the 
beds were first raked to a depth of 
several inches and then seeded with 
0.29 grams of jack pine seeds per 
square foot. The interval- between 
treatment and seeding (to allow the 
gas to escape and avoid damage to 
the seeded crop) was much longer in 
this experiment than necessary. A 
period of a week to ten days in fairly 
warm weather is entirely adequate. 

Over-all results of the experiment 
are given in the accompanying table. 

It will be noted that almost eight 
times as many weeds were produced 
in the untreated plots as in those

which were treated. The tree stand 
was about fifty-six per cent higher 
at the end of the season in the treated 
beds, which seems to indicate some 
fungicidal benefit of the methyl bro- 
mide treatment in addition to its 
weed control value. The trees in 
treated and untreated beds were 
about equal in size at the end of the 
season. 

Methyl bromide is somewhat tox- 
ic to the respiratory tract, but it is 
quite easy and foolproof to apply by 
using the manufacturer’s directions 
and the special kit supplied to feed 
the gas under the paper covering the 
prepared beds. On a larger scale it 
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would be necessary to have a consid. 
erable supply of the paper (or plastic 
cover) and move this at intervals of 
about two days after treatment.

Price Control Exemption 


Nursery stock is exempt from 
price controls at both wholesale and 
retail levels, according to government 
decision, though the pertinent serv- 
ices offered by the trade were not 
mentioned. 

Amendment 8 to the general ceil- 
ing price control regulation, issued 
March 26, exempts nursery stock 
from price regulation by adding to 
section 14 (s) the following para- 
graph: 

“Sec. 14. The regulation does not 
apply to (s) the following agricul- 
tural commedities: (17) Cut greens 
when used for decorative purposes, 
such as ferns and the boughs and 
leaves of trees and shrubs; nursery 
stock; and natural flowers and floral 
products, such as cut flowers, flow- 
ering plants, foliage plants and bulbs 
for planting purposes.” 

The statement of consideration 
leading to this successful conclusion 
of a difficult situation follows: 

“This amendment exempts from 
the general ceiling price regulation 
cut greens when used for decorative 
purposes, nursery stock, natural 
flowers and floral products. These 
products have many characteristics 
which make the application of ceil- 
ing prices frozen at base period lev- 
els either inequitable or impractical. 
Many of them are normally subject 
to sharp price fluctuations due to 
their seasonal or perishable char- 
acteristics. The administrative diffi- 
culties of fixing prices are intensified 
by the high perishability of the prod- 
uct and by the lack of standard 
grades. Such grades as are available 


are regional and local in their appli- 
cation due to the fact that qualit, 
varies substantially under varying 
geographic and climatic conditions 
Finally, these commodities do not 
enter significantly into the cost o! 
living, and their exemption fron 
price control will not substantial 
divert materials, facilities or man- 
power from the defense effort. Fo 
these reasons the director of price 
stabilization finds that exemptions of 
these commodities from price con- 
trol at this time are necessary to pre- 
vent hardships and inequities and ar 
not inconsistent with the objectives 
of the defense production act ol 
1950.” 

The statement of consideratior 
leading to this general exemptior 
for the horticultural industry was 
based upon the statement prepared 
by the American Association of Nurs- 
erymen and the National Nursery- 
men’s Advisory Council, composed 
of the presidents of related national 
nurserymen’s organizations, March 
1, 1951. This statement, submitted 
March 8 to the Office of Price Stabil- 
ization, was supported and expanded 
to include the florists by a letter 
March 12 from the Society of Ameri- 
can Florists. Both organizations fol- 
lowed through, with later support 
from the cut greens industry of the 
northwest and help from others, un- 
til the favorable decision was reached 
March 26. 

This is the only general exemption 
granted since the issuance of general 
ceiling price control regulations on 
January 26.

Pointers on Propagation 


By James S. Wells 


HUMIDITY CONTROL. 


In the issue of September 15, 1950. 
I described how we had just fitted 
two of our houses with a humidifi- 
cation line and had commenced 
propagation in them of a fairly wide 
variety of nursery stock. One house 
has been almost exclusively used for 
rhododendron cuttings. The second 
has been used for different types of 
cuttings, commencing with summet 
propagation of magnolias and con- 
tinuing into our normal winter 
propagation of conifers, ilex, ete. 
After nearly nine months’ operation. 
we are beginning to have a clear idea 
of the value of this system. Our first 
evaluation has been amply justified. 
for we have found that, without ex- 
ception, the close control of humidity 
and its maintenance at a high level 
have greatly assisted in the propaga- 
tion of almost all plants which we 
have so far tried out in these houses 

We have been experimenting with 
the propagation of rhododendrons 
from cuttings for the past three years, 
and, as a result, we have, of course. 
obtained a fair amount of informa- 
tion and are beginning to under- 
stand some of the finer details which 
seem to be so vitally important in the 
production of good stands. Therefore 
it is not fair to say that any success 
which we may have achieved this 
year is entirely due to the humidifi- 
cation, but, looking back over the 
past three years, we can quite clear- 
a considerable advance this 
year over production in previous sea- 
sons. Rooting has been more rapid 
and more vigorous, and the percent- 
age of losses has been lower. In addi- 
tion, we have been able to try out a 
wider variety of hybrids and have 
found that varieties which we had 
previously tried and which had failed 
to root to any great extent root suc- 
cessfully under controlled humidifi- 
cation. 


ly see 


An excellent illustration of this is 
the variety Kate Waterer. Last year 
we took a small quantity of these 
cuttings and rooted in tests a very 
low percentage. This season we re- 
peated the experiments, using dif- 
ferent strengths of hormones plus 
continuous humidity of not less than 
ninety-five per cent and as a result 
have rooted in the three tests eighty- 
six per cent, eighty-cight per cent 
and ninety per cent. To a certain ex- 
tent these increases are due to much 


stronger hormone powders, but we 
feel sure that this is not by anv means 
the only reason. 

Gauging the value of humidifica- 
tion by its effect upon the standard 
easily rooted variety Rhododendron 
roseum elegans, we have found that 
cuttings of this plant have rooted in 
six to eight weeks and have been 
potted on and removed from the 
propagating house in ten weeks. Un- 
til this year we considered ten weeks 
to be fast work in the initial rooting 
of the cuttings, let alone their potting 
on and final removal to the frames 
This year we have managed to root 
some cuttings of twenty-eight differ- 
ent hybrid rhododendrons, and ot 
this number fifteen are rooted in 
sufficient quantities to be commer- 
cially sound. 

Anv grower who has attempted 
propagation will understand that re- 
sults from small tests are not often 
reproduced when one steps up pro- 
duction into large quantities. Our re- 
sults, except for five or six main 
varieties, have so far been confined 
to small tests of fifty to 100 cuttings. 
but they have so clearly pointed the 
that we are planning large- 
scale production of varieties 
showing more than fifty per cent 
rooting. We believe that with care- 
ful selection of material, careful tim- 
ing of the operation, special bal- 
anced preparation of the rooting me- 
dium, strong hormone powders and 
above all, controlled humidification 
the commercial production of fron 
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fifteen to twenty varieties of hvbrid 
rhododendrons on their own roots 
is possible. We have rooted about 
25,000 rhododendrons this year, but 
these are confined to five or six of 
the most easily propagated varieties 
We hope to extend our operations to 
a much wider selection next year on 
a fairly large scale. This will indeed 
prove whether the operation is com- 
mercially sound. 

Following the removal of the mag- 
nolia cuttings in October, we began 
to fill our second house with normal 
quantities of winter cuttings. Ou 
humidification lines were originally 
installed mainly to control conditions 
through the hot summer months and 
we had not considered the possible 
value of high humidity for winter 
propagation. Our second house is 
now filled with such items as Ilex 
crenata convexa, Ilex crenata, , Ju- 
niperus pfitzeriana, Chamaecyparis 
plumosa Golddust, Prunus laurocer- 
asus, Thuja pyramidalis, franklinia, 
etc., and, although we have not tak- 
en such pains to maintain a regu- 
larly high humidity by the use of 
the fog system, it has been turned on 
almost daily, and a much higher de- 
gree of humidity than in the past 
seasons has thus been maintained. 

I was checking through the house 
this morning, examining all these 
cuttings, and can report that we have 
never propagated a better batch; 
all are rooting vigorously indeed 
The more easily rooted types root 
much more rapidly and are now 
making top growth. Above all, there 
is a complete absence of any sign ol 
I should like to this 
point because it has been one which 
bothered me in the beginning and

CANADA THISTLE SPRAY. 


Some time ago one of your read- 
ers requested information on eradi- 
cating Canada thistle. I find Weed- 
one is the best 2,4-D weed killer for 
this purpose. I use a 3'-gallon 
bucket and a bucket pump, allowing 
one-third water glass of 2,4-D to 
a bucket of water. 

The first spray should be applied 
when the thistles are in bloom and 
before they go to seed, usually in 
June. In about two weeks go over 
the infestation and catch new sprouts 
and any plants that were not affect- 
ed by the first spraying. In Septem- 
ber spray young thistles which have 
appeared. 

The following year in early spring 
you may find a few new plants. 
Spray again, and check later in the 
year to be sure that all thistles have 
been destroyed. 

Use some caution in applying any 
2,4-D spray, for I have found that 
it will slow the growth of pines. I 
do not know what it will do to holly 
or azaleas. 

Simply plowing an area, however, 
will not eliminate thistles. We spent 
twelve years trying to dig them out. 
Illinois state law makes eradication 
of Canada thistle compulsory.

COTONEASTER MULTIFLORA 
CALOCARPA. 


Cotoneaster multiflora calocarpa, 
because of its many excellent char- 
acteristics, is deserving of more gen- 
eral use. A native of the northern 
and western provinces of China, it 
was first introduced over 100 years 
ago. In its native home it grew to 
six feet; in our soils it becomes ten 
to twelve feet high, and if used as a 
specimen it becomes as wide as high. 
The branches are slender, pendulous 
or arching to the ground. Leaves are 
thin in texture, one to one and one- 
half inches long, hairy when young. 
but soon becoming smooth above. 
White flowers are annually produced 
in abundance in late spring, twelve 
or more in clusters, not pleasantly 
scented. Red fruits about one-half 
inch in diameter are annually pro- 
duced in abundance. The leaves 
have no fall color, but rather make 
a contrast with the colored berries 
that remain until the late severe 
frosts. Withstanding temperatures to 


20 degrees, it should be hardy in 
regions of lower readings. 

Propagation has been a problem. 
Seeds. that were gathered in 1946, 
cleaned and stratified in a cold stor- 
age and sown in the fall of 1947 
have germinated for the following 
three years. Best germination oc- 
curred in 1949. Plants grow rapidly, 
making 4-foot, well filled shrubs in 
three years. Good reports have come 
from case grafting on potted stocks. 

A nurseryman from Logan, Utah, 
comments on his experience with 
seeds he received in January, 1949. 
Seeds were sown and allowed to 
freeze, with no germination in the 
spring of 1949. Freezing was repeated 
in the following winter, and twenty 
plants germinated in 1950. The two 
flats were given freezing conditions 
this past winter and brought into a 
greenhouse in February, and within 
ten days there occurred almost 100 
per cent germination.

AIRPLANE DUSTING. 

On one of the private estates at 
Riverhead, L. I, N. Y., there are two 
acres of holly, Ilex opaca. The com- 
mon pest on this crop is the holly 
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leaf miner, the adult of which 
normally emerges about May 30 in 
this area when weigelas are in full 
bloom. Last year the holly leaf min. 
ers were a little late, emerging on 
June 7. 

The infestation was particular) 
heavy on this estate, and the super. 
intendent asked our extension service 
if we thought DDT dust might be 
better than the recommendation we 
had previously given to all nursery- 
men to use a DDT spray on the 
pests. After talking with him, we sug- 
gested the use of a ten per cent DDT 
dust as a possible substitute. The fol- 
lowing morning about 200 pounds of 
ten per cent DDT dust was applied 
by airplane to the two acres of holly. 
Three runs were made in an open 
cockpit biplane. 

That afternoon I inspected the 
holly and found only one adult leaf 
miner. A recent examination of these 
hollies showed that the dusting had 
done a good job of protecting the 
leaves on the top and sides of the 
plant, as indicated by the good-look- 
ing green leaves; however, there were 
some “mined” leaves on the inside 
close to the main stem that had not 
been covered by the DDT dust. 

The estate superintendent said he 
thought dusting was the cheapest 
method of controlling holly leaf 
miner. I believe it is the most eco- 
nomical way and is as effective in 
controlling holly leaf miner as is any 
other large machine which does dust-

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New Minnesota Fruits for 1951 


Minnesota nurserymen received a 
letter from the university not long 
ago stating that we were introducing 
two new varieties of fruits. That in- 
formation was sent to you who issue 
catalogs in order to give you time 
to use the new name of the cherry 
and the apple that we are introduc- 
ing. 

I want to talk mainly about those 
two new varieties, then add a few re- 
marks about some of the more recent 
introductions and the status they 
have obtained in Minnesota and fin- 
ally show you a picture or two of 
some of the things that may come 
out in the future. 

One of the interesting things about 
fruit-breeding work is that every 
once in a while you get a thrill. We 
are all hoping, as we wander through 
the orchard, that we shall find the 
million-dollar fruit that we have been 
looking for and we constantly ex- 
pect will show up. Once in a great 
while we find something that looks 
like a million dollars. 


Northstar Cherry. 
July 3, 1942, Ted Weir and I got 


one of those thrills as we were doing 
a little work in the cherry block. We 
came across a cherry tree loaded with 
fruit and gave it the Minnesota num- 
ber 58. It was a small tree, scarcely 
shoulder high, and was loaded with 
a crop of beautiful cherries. It looked 
as though the cherry we were always 
looking and hoping for was found. 
We were wondering if it would ever 
fruit again and what the future 
would be. We could see before us 
at that time a cherry that seemed to 
have everything we needed. It had 
size and quality and fine appearance 
and, strangely enough, it was ripen- 
ing very early in the season. 

The fruit is about the same as the 
common pie cherry. It is a little 
darker than Montmorency and has 
the tendency of sticking on the tree 
for a long time. If it does stay on 
the tree, it turns a dark mahogany 
red. 

We have given this cherry the 
name of Northstar, a name appropri- 
ate because it originated in the North 
Star state. We think it will grow 
farther north than any other stand- 
ard variety of cherry. It has produced

a crop of fruit every year since 1942 
and that, I think, is an ample demon- 
stration of the fact that it is hardy. 
It has been more consistent in its 
production than many other of our 
stone fruits. I should qualify my re- 
mark by saying that in 1946, although 
it set a crop of fruit, it lost it in the 
May freeze that destroyed everything. 
Last year, in 1950, it had the lightest 
crop that it ever carried. There was 
a loss of some fruit buds last year. 
That was not peculiar to this par- 
ticular cherry, however, because we 
found a heavy loss of fruit in some of 
our apricots that we thought were 
hardy. We found a loss of fruit buds 
in many of the plums. We lost almost 
the entire crop of our European-type 
plums. There were only a few scat- 
tered fruits on Mount Royal. This 
past.season was the toughest on buds 
on stone fruits that I can ever re- 
member seeing in Minnesota. 

This cherry is a small tree, and I 
do not know if we should call it a 
dwarf tree or not. We do not know 
how big it will get under propagation 
because we have not grown it long. 
We have introduced it with a shorter 
testing period than any other fruit 
that I can remember having put out 
for a long, long time. We have done 
that because there is really a crying 
need for a new hardy cherry. We are 
satisfied that it is hardy and worth 
getting planted in Minnesota, where 
it has no competition. There are no 
other cherries being grown. 

That is the story of the Northstar 
cherry. We are publishing a brief 
bulletin. describing it and also the 
Lakeland apple. 


Lakeland Apple. 


There are a number of things about 
the Lakeland apple that I think are 
extremely important. Think for a 
moment of what we need in a good 
commercial apple for this country. I 
am sure you will say, first of all, that 
it should be hardy. You will say, too, 
that it should be a heavy, consistent 
producer. This variety does fruit 
every year. It is an annual bearer, 
like the Redwell. It does not cluster, 
and I think that is highly important. 

There is another quality that we 
have to consider in this country. We 
have a lot of high wind at harvest 
time, and this fruit will stick to the 
tree as well as any other variety of 
apple I have ever seen in high wind 
when it is ripe. 

The last point about this apple is 


that it is a well colored red apple. 
It keeps a little longer than Wealthy 
under ordinary storage conditions. 
It is an excellent pie apple, as good 
as Wealthy in that respect. In pie- 
making tests last fall, Lakeland came 
out on top in competition with 
Wealthy, Jonathan (not Minnesota- 
grown Jonathan, but brought in from 
other areas), Minjon and Haralson. 
Chose are all high-quality apples. It 
it equally good for sauce. 

This variety blooms profusely. You 
would think, to look at it, that it 
would have an enormous crop of 
fruit. Actually, it sets only one blos- 
som out of a cluster of blossoms com- 
ing from a single bud. I think that 
is the secret of the annual bearing of 
this variety. I think Ted Weir charac- 
terized this variety well when he said, 
“This is going to be a work hors 
sort of variety.” 

Oriole Apple. 

The Oriole, introduced in 1949. 
is attracting much attention. It is a 
large, fine summer apple somewhat 
tender in flesh and a little delicate to 
handle as a commercial apple, but 
it is one of the finest summer apples 
I know. 

It has two competitors. One is 
Mantet, which ripens a little ahead 
of Oriole and has a better color. 
Mantet is a _ high-quality apple, 
smaller than Oriole. Apparently both 
are alike as to productivity. They 
have a tendency toward annual bear- 
ing. Oriole, because of its larger size, 
may have a little advantage. I think 
time alone will tell whether Oriole, 
Mantet or Melba will become the 
favorite apple for this area. 

Beacon Apple. 

Another apple that was introduced 
not so many years ago was Beacon. 
Considerable plantings of it were 
made, and in the past two years some 
of the first production from those 
plantings has occurred. Beacon de- 
velops a fine, red color. It will com- 
pete with Duchess and ripens about 
the time of Duchess or a little later 
between Duchess and Wealthy. In 
1949 apple prices were not high, 
yet while Beacon was in season and 
while there was any supply, $3 a 
bushel was the going price.. When 
Wealthy came in, the price dropped 
to $1.50 and $1.75. The same thing 
was true last year, with the price 
scale a little higher. 

Beacon, with its high color, is going 
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to have a place in this state, because 
there are no other apples that bring 
color to our market. Red Duchess is 
the only competition that Beacon has 
for a colored apple in the season of 
the year when Beacon comes in. I 
believe we are going to hear a lot of 
Beacon. 
Minjon Apple. 

Of the two varieties, I defy you 
to tell which is Jonathan and which 
is Minjon. It does not make much dif- 
ference, because they are so similar. 
Minjon will just nicely follow Beacon 
or Lakeland or Wealthy. As a matte: 
of fact, I cannot see how a commer- 
cial fruit grower in Minnesota could 
afford to plant Duchess or Wealthy 
any more. The other varieties have 
everything that those two have to 
offer and then some, from the stand- 
point of commercial growing. Minjon 
comes in about the time that the early 
Jonathan drifts in from southern IIli- 
nois and sometimes from Missouri 
and, I assure you, it is a better colored 
and better finished apple than the 
shipped-in Jonathan and sells in 
competition at a better price than 
the imported Jonathan. 


Redwell Apple. 


Redwell was introduced for 
or three reasons. It was an annual 
bearer, and it always had a fine red 
color. It is a good-quality apple. It 
hangs to the tree in windy weather. 
It is late in maturing, however, and 
nearly the last in the orchard to be 
harvested. In spite of the fact that it 
is late-maturing, it is not a long 
keeper and should be used by early 
January. Because of its reliability in 
producing annual crops, its good 
quality, its high color, its habit of 
never overloading to the point where 
thinning is needed, and because of 
the fact that it hangs to the tree, we 
have another promising commercial 
variety. 

In contrast to the fruiting habit of 
the new Lakeland, which bears fruit 
on short spurs, only one apple per 
spur, we have the apples of Redwell 
borne on the end of leng spurs or 
shoots and you always find that sort 
of bearing habit connected with an- 
nual-bearing types. You will find the 
same thing on Northwestern Green- 


ings.

Cherry No. 66. 


I want to speak of the future. A 
question was asked as to the “hottest 
thing” not yet introduced. I think 
another cherry (Minnesota 66) is 
probably one of the hottest things we 
have. We have not been watching the 
production of it quite so long as 
Northstar and should like to test it

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Ernest Hemming. 


Ernest Hemming, founder of the 
Eastern Shore Nurseries, Easton, 
Md., died March 31 while walking 
in his garden. He was 83. 

Mr. Hemming was born at Alsag- 
er, England, and served as an ap- 
prentice gardener on several old 
estates and as student gardener at 
Kew Gardens. He then became a 
member of the staff of the Garden- 
er’s Chronicle, but, on the advice 
of his doctor, he came to America 
seeking a better climate. His first 
position here was with Miller & 
Yates, landscape engineers, who were 
planning the grounds for an estate 
at Bryn Mawr, Pa. Later he worked

for florists and for the famous plant 
firm, Pitcher & Manda, Short Hills, 
N. J. 

Going west for his health, he ar- 
rived at Salida, Colo., about 1892 
and was there five years, during the 
Cripple Creek gold rush and the 
fights of the railroad barons. He con- 
tinued his horticultural work, becom- 
ing gardener for the Denver & Rio 
Grande railroad hospital, where he 
regained his health. 

Later. he visited his home in Eng- 
land, and on his return to America 
he became herbaceous plant foreman 
at the old Meehan Nurseries, Ger- 
mantown, Pa. He met Annie J. Bush- 
man at Gettysburg, Pa., married her 
in 1902 and became a citizen of this 
country. He was at Meehan’s for 
twenty years. While there he served 
as editor of the National Nurseryman 
from 1915 to 1925, during the most 
successful period of that publication, 
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merged in 1939 with the American 
Nurseryman. He subsequently con- 
tributed the column “This Business 
of Ours,” now continued by his son, 

Upon the dissolution of the Mee- 
han Nurseries, he joined two others 
from the same firm in forming the 
Outdoor Arts Co., Chestnut Hill, Pa. 
Growing plants, however, interested 
him more than selling them, and so 
he joined Elliot Wheeler in forming 


the Canterbury Nurseries, Easton, 
Md. 
With his second son. Sam, he 


started the Eastern Shore Nurseries. 
Easton, Md., in 1929. The main in- 
terest has been a landscape business, 
while additional activities have been 
successful quantity propagation of 
Chinese chestnuts and the develop- 
ment of several new mallows. 

Mr. Hemming was forced into vir- 
tual retirement several years ago by 
illness, and the business has been in 
the hands of his son, Sam, and his 
son-in-law, Robert Johnston. He is 
survived also by his daughter and an- 
other son. 


Harold H. Spielman. 


Harold H. Spielman, 55, owner of 
J. Spielman & Son, Adrian, Mich., 
died March 19 at his home. He had 
been in ill health for a number of 
years. 

Mr. Spielman’s father, the late 
John J. Spielman, helped to found 
the Adrian nursery in 1881 and later 
bought out his partner. When Harold 
Spielman joined the company in 
1916, its name was changed to 
J. Spielman & Son. After- the death 
of his parents, he became sole owner 
and was assisted in the management 
of the nursery by his sister, Mrs. 
Leona Abbott. Mr. Spielman was a 
member of the American Association 
of Nurserymen, the Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen and the Soci- 
ety of American Florists.

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Tree Maintenance 


By Noel Wysong 


FAKERS IN THE TREE 
BUSINESS. 


Although pruning, spraying, fer- 
tilizing and other phases of shade 
tree maintenance have been prac- 
ticed for many years, arboriculture 
has been extremely slow in gaining 
stature as a respected vocation. This 
is not because of a general lack of 
scientific knowledge or skill in ap- 
plication on the part of legitimate ar- 
borists. But, posing as experienced 
tree men, impostors who are inter- 
ested only in making “easy money” 
continually invade this field, reap a 
quick financial harvest and move on 
to greener pastures. Many profes- 
sions and trades are plagued by 
quacks and racketeers, but arbori- 
culture has suffered more than its 
just share from the activities of such 
unscrupulous gentry. People who 
have been victimized, and there are 
many of them, by these gyp artists 
henceforth are prone to condemn all 
commercial arborists. Thus, advance- 
ment toward universal recognition of 
arboriculture as a reputable business 
enterprise has been retarded by the 
activities of a small minority. 

All tree quacks operate along 
rather similar lines. The spring and 
summer are their preferred seasons. 
Necessarily, they are suave, high- 
pressure salesmen who usually make 
extravagant claims for their products 
and services. Often their trucks or 
automobiles bear out-of-state _li- 
censes. They seldom give references 
that can be easily checked. They 
avoid contact with representatives of 
the local better business bureau and 
other public officials who might give 
their activities unfavorable publicity. 
Usually, they avoid work of any 
nature that involves tree climbing, 
for this calls for skills they lack. 
Their stock in trade includes the sale 
and application of various nostrums, 
such as tree food to induce growth, 
materials for injection into the trunk 
or soil to prevent diseases, sprays and 
paints to destroy insects and similar 
treatments with concoctions of “se- 
cret formula.” 

The best that can be said of the 
materials and services offered by 
these tricksters is that generally they 
do little or no harm to the trees 
treated. Not so to the purse of the 
owner! A single factual case serves 
to illustrate the ridiculous materials 
and services and exorbitant charges 
tvpical of the gyp artist in tree work. 


Some three years ago in a city in 
central Illinois, a self-styled “tree 
expert,” driving a car with license 
plates of a neighboring state, called 
at the home of a local resident. He 
succeeded in selling the homeowner 
services involving work on seven 
shade trees. At the end of the day he 
presented the following bill, which, 
for consummate chicanery, speaks 
for itself:

The public has some responsibility 
in curbing the activities of fake “tree 
experts.” A homeowner should deal 
with an arborist whom he knows per- 
sonally, or who can furnish reliable 
local references. He should not per- 
mit himself to be rushed into signing 
a contract; if the work proposed is 
necessary, it can be performed just 
as well a day or two later, after he 
has had a chance to check the refer- 
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ences given. He should view with 
suspicion any salesman who offers a 
cure-all or any material with a “se. 
cret formula,” whether it be for 
trunk injection, spray application or 
other treatment. No cure-all for in- 
sects or diseases has yet been devised, 
and no legitimate arborist will buy a 
material for use on his clients’ trees 
unless he knows what elements or 
chemicals it contains. There js 
nothing mysterious about arboricul- 
ture; every phase of the work is based 
on sound reason which the compe- 
tent arborist can, and gladly will, 
explain in language anybody can 
understand. The homeowner should 
not hesitate to ask, “Why?” if any- 
thing the arborist proposes sounds 
unreasonable to him. 

But the greater responsibility of 
eliminating quacks from the tree 
business rests with the arborists 
themselves. Cases involving quack- 
ery, sharp practices or unethical 
business dealings of any nature 
should be reported to the local better 
business bureau, the chamber of 
commerce, local newspapers, the city 
forester or arborist, the park super- 
intendent and others who, by the 
nature of their work or public capac- 
ity, are likely to be called upon by 
residents for advice on arboricultur- 
al matters. In personal contacts and 
dealings with their clients, arborists 
should strive to maintain the stand- 
ards of procedures and ethics advo-

are ground to a powder and mixed 
with water. This mixture is then 
sprayed on sawfly-infested trees. In 
field tests conducted at Strathroy, 
Ont., it is reported that almost all 
the sawflies on trees sprayed directly 
were killed, and many of the insects 
on trees some distance away were 
affected, since the disease spreads 
rapidly. The mixture can be applied 
by plane, and it is believed that this 
type of control will be much less cost- 
ly than chemical spraying.

REFORESTATION IN OHIO. 


According to Irving I. Dickman, 
head of the reforestation section of 
the Ohio division of forestry, the 
state nurseries at Marietta and 
Green Springs produced approxi- 
mately 2,500,000 seedlings in 1950 
as part of the state’s reforestation 
program. The two nurseries are ex- 
pected to produce nearly 4,000,000 
trees for planting this year and about 


7,000,000 in 1952. 


Of the estimated 600,000 acres of 
nonagricultural land in Ohio, Mr. 
Dickman believes that 3,500 acres 
will be reforested this year and an- 
other 7,500 in 1952 as a result of the 
creased nursery production.

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Plant Notes Here and There 


As the time for the opening of the 
scilla season comes to this north 
country, I await with all the patience 
I can command the annual visit to a 
garden where scillas have long been 
favorites and a respectable collection 
has accumulated during the years. 
In the meantime I thought it might 
interest others to read a brief account 
of some of the kinds on which I have 
made notes, with special reference to 
sequence of blooming, so that grow- 
ers who do landscape work will be 
able to plan intelligently. 


Scillas. 


Because gardeners and garden 
writers recommend placing scillas 
where they will benefit from the 
warmth of the sun, it seems not gen- 
erally known that many of the kinds 
are really better for some shade. That 
fact is brought to my attention with 
greater force each succeeding spring 
in our own garden. Years ago a few 
bulbs were planted in a newly set 
group of lilacs when the plants were 
far apart and produced little shade. 
The lilacs grew until they put the 
scillas in quite dense shade after the 
shrubs were in full leaf. And that is 
the loveliest group of scillas in the 
garden. It has, in fact, grown in size 
and beauty from year to year in- 
stead of gradually dwindling, as they 
often do in full sun. If you do land- 
scape work, it might pay you to re- 
member the foregoing. A planting in 
your own grounds could be the 
means of selling a lot of scilla bulbs. 

First in order of appearance, so 
far as I know them, comes Scilla bi- 
folia, with up to ten or more flowers, 
blue, pink or white according to va- 
riety, appearing on 4-inch stems soon 
after the snow is gone. It is closely 
followed by the Asiatic, S. sibirica, a 
highly variable species, deep blue in 
the type, but varying to pink and 
white and to kinds with much larger 
variety Spring Beauty. This is the 
most important squill in our gardens, 
and more numerous flowers, as in 
and variety Spring Beauty, at least, 
makes a good pot plant. Just as the 
S. sibirica goes off the scene, one can 
expect the southern European, S. 
verna, a 6 to 8-inch plant with vio- 
let-blue flowers, to come on. If one 
is more fortunate in the matter of 
climate than we are along the forty- 
fifth degree of latitude, he could have 
the Spanish bluebell, S. hispanica, at 
about the same time. It may grow a

foot or more tall and comes in blue, 
pink, intermediate shades and white. 
At about the same time there will be 
the English bluebells, S. nonscripta, 
in the same colors as the Spanish 
bluebell and a ‘few inches less in 
stature. I do nat know for sure, but 
I suspect they need more moisture 
than we have in northern Michigan; 
anyway, they do not come up to the 
pictures of them in western European 
gardens. Less seldom seen is S. hya- 
cinthoides. It is of violet-blue color 
and is much to be desired, both for 
its flowering season in June after the 
others have ceased and for its height, 
usually of twelve to eighteen inches, 
which some say reaches three feet. 
And then, to end the squill season, 
one should search out the autumn- 
flowering S. autumnalis, said to have 
rosy-violet bells in September and 
October. I suspect it is not hardy this 
far north, for seeds sent from north- 


ern Africa during the last war did 
not live to flower. 
Pelargonium Endlicherianum. 


A Virginia reader writes that hy 
has heard of a hardy pelargonium 
and asks for some comment on the 
plant. He refers, I suspect, to P. end. 
licherianum. 

I know of no pelargonium, the 
geranium of florists, that is hardy 
here in northern Michigan. Ons 
of the species, P. endlicherianum, of 
Asia Minor, that has wandered away 
from the ancestral home in southern 
Africa, should be hardy in protected 
places as far north as the Ohio river 
and should be fully hardy in tide- 
water Virginia. We kept it over win- 
ter here for several years by remov- 
ing it to a protected frame at the 
approach of winter. 

It makes a rather straggly growth 
of a foot or more, rather too

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straggling for planting on a level sur- 
face, though it would make an at. 
tractive ornament for a southward. 
facing wall where hardy. Its bloom. 
ing period in July and August is all 
in its favor, but its rose-colored flow- 
ers could be improved as to color. 

It is perhaps best grown from cut- 
tings after a stock is established. 
It is unlike the common pelargonium 
of florists, being herbaceous, and con- 
sequently cuttings have to be taken 
in late spring. 


Helianthus Decapetalus. 


I saw a planting of a double form 

Helianthus decapetalus in south- 
ern Ohio last autumn that pleased 
me so much that I want to bring it 
to your attention with the thought 
that it may help in case you have a 
similar problem to meet or as a sug- 
gestion for an addition to your plant 
list. The planter had the problem 
of planting for tropical effects in a 
rather moist situation and had used 
several forms of helenium, a few cow 
parsnips and a generous lot of the 
sunflowers now under consideration. 

The double-flowered forms of 
Helianthus decapetalus are really 
good ornaments. I can scarcely fol- 
low Mrs. Wilder, a noted writer on 
hardy plants of the preceding gener- 
ation, who described them as “‘among 
the best of hardy plants,” but they 
are far better than their slight use 
in modern gardens would indicate. 
If you can get the old Soleil d’Or, 
with its petals quilled like a cactus 
dahlia, or florepleno, which may also 
be seen under label of plenus, duplex 
and perhaps others, I suspect you 
would have little, if any, trouble in 
interesting them in it. 

Rich soil, which was present in 
the planting in southern Ohio, pro- 
duced the stately growth of six feet. 
and from August to October there 
was a harvest of pretty double sun- 
flowers. As H. decapetalus grows 
naturally in moist soil, one cannot 
expect maximum growth if that con- 
dition is lacking, though constant 
moisture is not absolutely necessary 
for satisfactory results. 


Heracleum Mantegazzianum. 


In this same planting were several 
specimens of the Asiatic cow parsnip, 
Heracleum mantegazzianum, that 
were really outstanding in their bold- 
ness. In the rich moist soil present 
there, the plants grew eight feet or 
slightly more in height, though a 
stature of twelve feet is mentioned in 
the literature. The variety had div- 
ided leaves up to three feet in length 
and umbels of white flowers two to 
three feet across. Altogether it was a

spectac ular plant, more spectacular 
in fact than one is likely to find in 
a long time of searching. 


Achillea Angel’s Breath. 


Angel’s Breath, a new form of 
Achillea ptarmica, may not replace 
Boule de Neige or Perry White vari- 
ety, but it will surely take its place 
with these two as the best to date as 
acut flower and as a landscape plant. 
In fact, when I saw it last summer, 
I put it down as a must. 

It is a little taller than the other 
two mentioned, growing about twen- 
ty inches high, as I remember, 
though not so tall as Mont Blanc. 
And I should judge that it has a 
longer blooming period than Boule 
de Neige, perhaps longer than the 
Perry White variety. The flowers, 
which are prodigiously produced, 
are so fully double that not a sign of 
center shows, and the color is pure 
white. 


Campanula Arvatica. 


I had an inquiry last week on the 
culture of Campanula arvatica, the 
first time it has appeared in my cor- 
respondence in a long time. Our cor- 
respondent stated he had read that 
the plant was too difficult for the 
average gardener, but he had seen 
broad spreads of it in a New England

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garden and wondered if it were as 
difficult as the books would lead on 
to believe. 

According to my e€.perience, it is 
not so difficult as is generally sup. 
posed, much of the trouble evidently 
coming from the fact that few realize 
its need for lime. Given a limy soil, 
made up of limestone pebbles and 
little nutriment, it grows into broad 
mats, from which spring 2-inch stems 
carrying violet-purple stars during 
June and July. In the climate of the 
middle west, and throughout much 
of the east, I suspect, some shade dur- 
ing the middle of the day is essen- 
tial to its comfort. To be sure, it is 
not a plant for the careless gardener: 
however, it should give little troubk 
under these conditions, provided it is 
not allowed to get too dry. Inci- 
dentally, it does splendidly in pots: 
so one can handle it that way with 
little trouble. 


Heliopsis Gold-greenheart. 


I should like to say a few words 
about a new heliopsis, Gold-green- 
heart, that I saw in an Ohio nursery 
last summer, not that I know much 
about it except what was noted dur- 
ing one visit, but rather because of 
the change that came over me during 
the three hours it took to go over the 
new items on display. At first glance 
the green-hearted, buttercup-yellow 
double flowers were not especially at- 
tractive, and I wondered who had 
the temerity to put it on the market 
The longer I looked at the plant th 
more attractive it became, until 
finally I could see how useful it could 
be in the garden and how modern 
users of cut flowers would love it. So 
I made up my mind to caution read- 
ers not to pass snap judgment on it 


Saxifraga Aizoon. 


Although I should not care to go so 
far as some in saying that Saxifraga 
aizoon is the best of all rock gar- 
den plants, I can agree that forms 
of it are among the best for garden- 
ers who do not care to go to the work 
necessary to grow more difficult sub- 
jects. It is not certain that the true 
plant described by Jacquin undet 
this name is in our trade. That does 
not, however, lessen the value of 
some material traveling under the 
S. aizoon label. The species is highly 
variable, as can be verified by grow- 
ing it from seeds; consequently, it 
takes careful choosing to get the best. 
It may be grown from seeds without 
difficulty, but almost anything in the 
way of an incrusted saxifrage may 
come out of a packet of seeds. 
Growth during the early stages is 
provokingly slow. In most cases, 
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therefore, it is best to buy the plants 
and reproduce them vegetatively. 
The best forms of the species that 
are generally available in this coun- 
trv, so far as I know, are baldensis, 
flavescens, lutea and rosea. Balden- 
sis is the smallest manifestation of 
aizoon that I have seen, its minute 
rosettes of ash-gray, heavily in- 
crusted leaves and whitish flowers 
rivaling the difficult Kabschias in 
their all-round beauty of form and 
flower.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


ORNAMENTALS AS A CROP. 


In answer to my query, a sales- 
man for one of the large wholesale 
nurseries one day remarked that the 
reason his company did not offer a 
certain plant in a certain size was 
because, although it did have the 
plant in that size, the nursery liked 
to treat the plants in its blocks as 
a crop to be offered during a cer- 
tain year. 

We do think of rosebushes, fruit 
trees and other plants as being raised 
in crops, in most cases being har- 
vested as 2-year crops. We do not 
usually think of ornamentals as a 
crop, but rather we dig plants from 
most blocks over a period of about 
five years. Yet, it is obvious that 
there is a year when a block is at 
its best and should be sold, both to 
the advantage of the grower and the 
customer. The first year or two after 
planting, plants recover from the 
transplanting and make a well bal- 
anced root and top growth, but as 
they stay longer in one spot, the tops 
become too heavy and the plants 
pass the ideal time for selling. Or, as 
plants are dug, the block becomes 
thinner and less economic to the 
grower to maintain. 


I suppose we would all like to grow 
and sell our nursery stock just when 
we want to, but many things pre- 
vent this or make it a difficult theory 
to practice. If we do not have to let 
some of our plants go to a buyer be- 
fore we really want to sell them, then 
some other difficulty may occur to 
prevent sale of these plants later. 

If we are in the business of grow- 
ing lining-out stock, there is a cer- 
tain time when rooted cuttings, 
grafts, seedlings, potted stock and 
hedded stock can be sold to the best 
advantage of all. 


I do know of one nurseryman, 
though, who has made a considerable 
amount of money, who lists in his 
catalog everything he is growing, in- 
cluding newly . purchased, planted 
and transplanted stock. I also knew 
a nurseryman who liked to see plants 
growing and who so hated to sell 
them that he often let his blocks and 
beds pass their prime. 

The latter practice is a luxury that 
nurserymen can no longer afford, 
yet the former one is hardly the best 
system, unless the sole aim is accum- 


ulation of money. I suppose the best 


way is to set an ideal goal in our pro- 
duction system and then follow it as 
vagaries of fate will

THE MULTIFLORA ROSE. 

I wonder if other nurserymen are 
having as much trouble as we are 
with customers who want to plant 
multiflora rose hedges all over the 
place. The recent high-pressure pop- 
ularization of this plant by numerous 
garden magazines has been success- 
ful, but the true use of the plant has 
not been too well presented. The 
garden editors have overlooked the 
sometimes complete ignorance of the 
layman on plants and their uses. We 
have had customers who picture the 
multiflora rose hedge as being a 
thing of beauty that will grow with- 
out any care or attention, provide 
cut flowers and keep out children 
and livestock. They want to plant 
these hedges on small suburban lots 
and in all sorts of inappropriate 
places. And I have heard customers 
compare the price of a multiflora 
plant to that of a hybrid tearose to 
the latter’s great disadvantage. 

The layman does not seem to rea- 
lize that the multiflora rose makes a 
thorny thicket, has a tiny little white 
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flower and, if used as a hedge on a 
small property, would not only over- 
grow, but would catch all the leaves 
and debris blown against it. Some 
fifty or more years ago this section 
of Maryland was heavily fenced with 
Osage orange, a plant popularized as 
a fad, as has been the multiflora rose. 
I do not know if other sections of 
the country were similarly planted, 
but I do know that in the past twenty 
years farmers have spent thousands 
of dollars grubbing out these Osage 
orange hedges and replacing them 
with wire fences. 

The multiflora rose has its uses in 
soil conservation and as a living 
fence in certain sections of the coun- 
try, but it hardly seems to merit the 
popularity given it and certainly not 
the allusions to its landscape uses. 

If that kind of enthusiasm were 
applied to the landscape uses of the 
floribunda roses there would be a 
lot of happier customers. The flori- 
bunda rose has gained considerably 
in popularity in the past ten years, 
and I think its popularity will rapid- 
ly increase. It is true the price of 
a floribunda rose cannot be com- 
pared to that of the multiflora rose, 
but for suburban and urban small 
lots, it would make fine short, showy 


hedges, in addition to lengthening 
greatly the color display in the shrub 
border. E. S. H.

a little longer. The fruit is a shade 
larger than Northstar and it ripens 
about ten days later. It is a different 
type of cherry, more like Early Rich- 
mond or Montmorency. It is a lighter 
red than Northstar and never gets 
the dark mahogany color if you leave 
it on until it is dead ripe. 

Northstar is a Morello type of 
fruit, from English Morello. No. 66 
comes out of an Early Richmond 
cross, and I think the other parent 
was one of Leslie’s selections, from 
the Canadian station at Morden, 
Man. The Early Richmond is one of 
our standard varieties. 

Berries. 

Ve have announced No. 69 cur- 
rant, which could be introduced. It 
is a currant with a larger berry than 
Red Lake. It does not have so large a 
cluster, but has a better bush. It is 
very vigorous. A 3-year-old plant is 
about four feet high, standing up 
straight and rugged, a fine type of 
currant bush. If you want a new va- 
riety of currant, we are ready to 
name and introduce this at any time. 

Minnesota 321 is a very early-rip- 
ening berry. When the season is 
early, sometimes we have a couple 
of pickings of it in June.

the earliest of red raspberries. It is 
of good quality and good size, not 
unusually large. This is the hardiest 
variety that came out of some 3,000 
original seedling plants. It has stood 
up well under tests at the fruit-breed- 
ing farm and at Rochester and was 
shown to be the hardiest in the 
tests, with the possible exception of 
No. 305, which came through about 
the same. I think we shall seriously 
consider naming and introducing 
this variety in the next three or four 
years if we get a little encourage- 
ment from raspberry growers.

nesota 206. It is not so large as Per- 
kins, but pretty close to it. It is 
larger than Poorman and far larger 
than Pixwell. It has a more disease- 
resistant foliage than those varieties. 
It will not pick so easily as Pixwell, 
but has more fruit per plant and is 
easy to propagate. It is a good-qual- 
ity sweet gooseberry. Strangely 
enough, you can even consider it a 
dessert fruit if you let it get ripe. 

There is a sort of prejudice against 
red gooseberries, and we always 
thought they had to be picked green 
for some reason or other. They take 
an enormous amount of sugar for 
that reason. The red ones were not 
popular because, as soon as they 
showed a sign of coloring it was 
thought they were too old. A yellow 
one, like the Como, might be dead 
ripe and still would pass for one of 
those green gooseberries. 


Apple-growing Future. 


In closing, I want to say a word 
about Minnesota and Wisconsin as 
an apple-growing region. Western 
Wisconsin and southeastern Minne- 
sota, bordering the Mississippi river, 
are in the beginning of a really seri- 
ous development of commercial apple 
growing. There have been three at- 
tempts to develop apple growing in 
Minnesota on a large scale. The first 
one started a short time after we 
started having nurserymen in the 
state, soon after the Civil war. Thou- 
sands of apple trees were grown in 
Minnesota and sold in Minnesota, 
but they did not stay. The commer- 
cial business did not come off. 


After the turn of the century 
apple growing reached its height 
about 1910. There were more apple 
trees in Minnesota than we ever had 
before or since. I think, if my recol- 
lection is correct, there were four 
times as many in 1910 as there are 
now, but we are producing more 
market apples in the state today than 
we could in 1910. About the turn of 
the century, thought turned to a 
winter apple. It was believed that we 
failed before because we did not have 
a winter apple. I do not think that 
was it at all. We just did not have va- 
rieties with the dessert and market 
quality to compete with those from 
other regions. Duchess and Wealthy 
were good and the best we had. 

We did develop winter appies- 
Haralson, Prairie Spy and Fireside— 
but I do not believe winter apples 
are going to be the basis of a Minne- 
sota fruit industry. Our chance to 
get a place in the sun is to develop 
the earlier market with summer 
apples like Mantet or Oriole, which

will have a limited demand. There 
will be an active demand, however, 
for a reasonable quantity. Then fol- 
low with a variety like Beacon, which 
can fill a definite place. It can out- 
sell anything that comes into our 
market at that time. It has no com- 
petition, unless some of the high- 
colored Duchess might come into 
production. Then follow with Lake- 
land, Minjon and Redwell. I think 
there is an opportunity to hit the 
market in September and October 
and not worry too much about stor- 
age for Minnesota apples. 


We have to pick our winter apples 
a month before the big cold-storage 
apple that is sold in this district is 
picked, Winesap, and we are stuck 
with a month’s cold-storage bill right 
at the start. Haralson and Prairie 
Spy compare well with Winesap, but 
I see no reason for feeling that we 
have to depend on these winter va- 
rieties for the main part of our apple 
industry. I believe we have a market 
for Minnesota apples that can be 
expanded tremendously, and_ the 
winter apple will have a place in it, 
but will not dominate it. Why not 
limit our winter production to per- 
haps twenty-five or fifty per cent, 
and for the rest plunge a little more 
heavily on earlier varieties?

HOW TO GROW MING TREES. 


It might interest the trade to hear 
how our Japanese grower instructs 
us to pr a in growing dwarf ever- 
green trees, or live Ming trees, so 
popular im alco This ‘applies to 
pot-grown grafted trees, of course. 
We quote verbatim: 

“Re Dwarfed Fiveleaf Pines: We 
wished we could have packed some 
of them in last shipment, but no 
room in case. So we try to explain 
that when the tree grows two or 
three years old, you will coil each 
bough with galvanized iron wire con- 
siderably tight in rather wide gauge, 
not like the electric magnet coiling. 
When the time passes on, this comes 
out you will loose them and coil 
again. In the course of this time you 
will shape the line of each bough as 
you like, not all of a sudden, but 
slowly. We hope you will perfectly 
understand how to make dwarf by 
above explanation.”

QUINTUPLET DIFFICULTIES. 


We are in a semisuburban area 
near New York city, where there is 
some demand for quintuplet apple 
trees, but our experience dealing in 
them has been disappointing. 

The names of the grafts are not 
attached to them; consequently, if 
one dies it is impossible for either 
the dealer or his customer to know 
what to graft on in its place. Some- 
times, because of improper care in 
packing, one or more of the grafts 
are broken off. 

The most serious matter is the 
poor choice of varieties. No biennial 
varieties should be used. This ex- 
cludes Baldwin, Yellow Transparent, 
Wealthy and Early McIntosh. The 
varieties used should not present un- 
usual difficulties to the customer, 
who invariably has a small lot and 
buys quintuplets because he has not 
room for more than one treg. Vari- 
eties that present such difficulties 
are Golden Delicious and Grimes 
Golden, which shrink in storage; 
Jonathan, King and Grimes, which

Again, the varieties are not al- 
ways such as to cover the seasons in 
succession. I suggest one early sum- 
mer kind, one late summer or early 
fall, one fall and two winter. 

To most prospective customers the 
quintuplet is a novelty, and the re- 
tail nurseryman must have all the 
confidence in its satisfactoriness that 
the wholesaler can by his discretion 
give him.

PRUNE SPECIMEN 
ARBORVITAE. 


It is no use to take out an arbor- 
vitae shrub simply because it has 
grown too big for the place you put 
it. At least that is what L. P. Batjer, 
of Wenatchee, Wash., thinks. He 
had a lovely specimen next to his 
house. It was too tall for the house 
and almost wide enough to cover the 
sidewalk. When both Mr. and Mrs. 
Batjer concluded that they were go- 
ing to have to take it out and replace 
it with a small one, they chanced to 
see a specialist from the Washington 
State College prune just such a 
shrub. With a pair of pruning lop- 
pers, the specialist brought this ar- 
borvitae down to the right height 
and width in a matter of about twen- 
ty minutes. And unbelievable as it 
sounds, the shrub looked natural 
when he had finished. It had no ap- 
pearance of being bobbed off or flat- 
tened on the sides. 

Pruning was both simple and fast. 
The pruner did what at the time ap- 
peared to be rough pruning. He took 
out large limbs with deep bites of 
the lopper, using care to space his 
cuts so that no two were close to- 
gether. These cuts left slight holes 
here and there over the entire sur- 
face of the shrub. Around each hole 
there were nearby small branches 
that then had room to grow. Seeing 
the shrub months later in its much- 
reduced form, one realized that the 
holes served as thinning that al- 
lowed small branches to grow. Had 
it not been for the pruning, the 
large branches now removed would 
have smothered them out. These 
small branches took the place of the 
larger branches and maintained the 
natural appearance of the shrub. 
The treatment was so_ successful 
that it is now a simple matter at the 
Batjer home to keep arborvitaes 
within bounds.

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Panel on Better Shrubs 


During the recent eastern nursery- 
men’s convention at New York, 
about 100 persons spent an evening 
in informal discussion of plants. To 
direct the discussion, Dr. Donald 
Wyman read a list of forty-five 
shrubs recommended by the Arnold 
Arboretum for study by the garden 
clubs of Massachusetts. Comments 
on these by the professional members 
of the panel—which included Dr. 
A. M. S. Pridham, Cornell Univer- 
sity; Prof. L. L. Blundell, University 
of Massachusetts; Dr. C. H. Connors, 
Rutgers University, and Prof. Ken- 
neth Bradley, University of Connec- 
ticut—and by commercial nursery- 
men from the floor sometimes 
reached the argumentative stage. 
Information gleaned from their re- 
marks was most instructive to every- 
one present. An abbreviated report 
is represented below in summary 
form, following the list offered by 
Dr. Wyman. 

Berberis julianae—Not uniformly 
hardy near New York city. B. tria- 
canthophora and B. veruculosa were 
suggested as being better under more 
trying weather conditions. 

Berberis koreana—Uniformly tops. 
All present felt this an excellent sub- 
stitute for B. vulgaris. 

Buxus microphylla koreana—Not 
compact like the English boxwood, 
but rather loose-growing and ram- 
bling in habit, making a broad bush; 
sometimes turns yellow. However, 
admittedly the hardiest type for New 
England. 

Clethra alnifolia rosea—Subject 
to red spider and not superior to the 
species, in the opinion of many pres- 


ent. Good for fragrant summer 
bloom. 
Cornus alba sibirica—Unparal- 


leled for the red bark, all agreed. 

Cotoneaster dammeri—Landscape 
nurserymen censured cotoneasters 
for their susceptibility to blight, bor- 
er and scale. 

Cotoneaster microphylla — Ques- 
tioned as to hardiness near New York 
city. Commended cotoneasters were 
C. zabeli, C. multiflora, C. divari- 
cata and C. dielsiana. 

Cytisus praecox—Highly regarded. 
C. nigricans also suggested. 

Enkianthus campanulatus — No- 
table for fall color. 

Euonymus alatus compactus-— 
Outstanding fall color; a lazy man’s 
hedge. Commercial nurserymen 
wished they had more stock avail- 
able. 


Fothergilla major or F. gardeni— 
Uniformly tops. 

Hamamelis mollis — Not hardy 
everywhere; dies back. H. vernalis 
preferred. 

Ilex crenata convexa—For New 
England, at least, the best possible 
substitute for box. Perfectly hardy. 

Juniperus chinensis sargenti- 
Much stock in trade sold under this 
name is not true; the real thing has 
arching branches, according to P. J. 
Van Melle. An excellent ground cov- 
er and should be used more. 

Leucothoe catesbaei — Sometimes 
dies back; L. axillaris makes an at- 
tractive mound. 

Lonicera amoena_ arnoldiana 
Delicate foliage. Not many nursery- 
men knew this. 

Lonicera bella 
fruit and flowers. 

Lonicera korolkowi floribunda 
Considered the best of the honey- 
suckles, which received unfavorable 
comment from some landscape nurs- 
erymen. Others admired its gray 
foliage. 

Mahonia 
hardy. 


Tops for profuse 


aquifolium — Not too 
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Magnolia stellata—Well regarded. 

Malus sargenti—More flowering 
crab apples could be used on home 
grounds. This is only one that can 
be considered a shrub. 

Philadelphus lemoinei Avalanche 

-Rivaled by P. lemoinei erectus. 

Philadelphus splendens—This o1 
P. lemoinei Albatre better than P. 
virginalis. 

Pieris floribunda - 
drained soil. 

Pieris japonica—More in demand; 
affected by lacewing fly, causing 
yellow foliage. Apparently some 
growers in New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania have trouble with the species, 

Potentilla fruticosa—Notable for 
flowers from June to August. Native 
from coast to coast. 

Rhododendrons, aborescens, cal- 
endulaceum, mucronulatum, schlip- 
penbachi, smirnowi and _ vaseyi 
Among the best where hardy. 

Rosa multiflora—Overdone in rec- 
ommendations for hedges on estates, 
country clubs, etc. R. setigera sug- 
gested.

In fact, so 
much so, that Dr. Wyman removed 
it from the suggested list. 

Taxus cuspidata nana—Only one 
of many yews, all of which are good. 
This one for the small property. 

Tsuga canadensis pendula. 

Tsuga diversifolia—Slowest-grow- 
ing hemlock; might be considered a 
shrub for this reason. Few had it to 
offer. 

Viburnum dilatatum—Excellent. 

Viburnum sieboldi—One of the 
best; highly regarded by those pres- 
ent. 

Viburnum tomentosum or variety 
mariesi—Fits ranch-type house. 

In discussion of other plants, Chio- 
nanthus virginicus was considered by 
some as too large to be classified as 
a shrub, attaining ten feet at 15 
years of age. It can be used as a speci- 
men on a small place and is desirably 
fragrant. Plants can be marketed in 
five years from seeds. The staminate 
and pistillate flowers differ. 

Ceanothus americanus was report- 
ed hard to transplant. C. pallidus ro- 
seus is better, said Dr. Wyman. 

Vitex negundo and V. microphylla 
are good summer-flowering shrubs. 
They can be cut back to the ground. 
Lespedeza bicolor can be similarly 
treated. 

Oxydendron, Washington thorn 
and Hopa crab were recommended 
as useful trees for small home 
grounds. 

The discussion was broken up 
three hours after it started. The 
panel members, as well as the nurs- 
erymen, realized that this type of 
informal discussion was highly edu- 
cational to everyone present. It was 
hoped that such a discussion, pos- 
sibly on trees, might be conducted 
again next year. 


PASSED in February by the 
North Dakota house of representa- 
tives was a new code covering regu- 
lation of tree nurseries.

SMALL FRUIT PLANTS 


L. J. RAMBO’S WHOLESALE NURSERIES 
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Shade Tree Diseases 


Che Wednesday afternoon session 
of the meeting of the Illinois State 
Nurserymen’s Association, at the 
Hotel La Salle. Chicago, was de- 
voted to talks relative to shade tree 
problems in the central west. The 
first two talks concerned the diseases, 
phloem necrosis, Dutch elm disease 
and oak wilt, which are causing so 
much concern to nurserymen and 
the public in this section. The origin 
and spread of these diseases and 
their latest methods of control were 
described. Dr. L. R. Tehon, head of 
the section of applied botany and 


plant pathology, Illinois Natural 
History Survey, Urbana, devoted 
his remarks to “Phloem Necrosis 


and Dutch Elm Disease,.”’ while Noel 


B. Wysong, chief forester, Cook 
County Forest Preserve District, 
River Forest, Ill... discussed ‘The 


Menace of Oak Wilt.” 
Dutch Elm Disease. 


For some time the public and 
nurserymen have heard of diseases 
doing serious damage to shade trees 
in the east, but, unfortunately, they 
have taken an “it can’t happen 
here” attitude, said Dr. Tehon, but 
now the same damage to shade trees 
is actually happening here in the 
midwest. 

The first case of Dutch elm dis- 
ease was found in Illinois the past 
summer, but the history of the dis- 
ease in the United States dates from 
1930. It had a great record of 
destruction in Europe, and so much 
publicity had been given to the 
Chinese chestnut disaster in the east 
and white-pine blister rust that the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture carried on an extensive con- 
trol program for Dutch elm disease, 
including quarantines and research, 
from 1930 to 1938. But then ap- 
propriations were reduced, as de- 
struction of diseased trees was not 
successful in eradicating the disease, 
and during World War II the pro- 
gram fell by the way because the 
elm was considered a tree of less 
commercial value than many others. 
As a result the disease spread and 
got out of hand. Today the federal 
government supervises and con- 
tributes to the control program in a 
minor way, but it is mainly a state 
and municipal problem and gradu- 
ally becoming a problem of the in- 
dividual property owner. 

Dutch elm disease has spread 
from the Atlantic coastal states, from 
Maine to Virginia, west to New 


York, Pennsylvania, Ohio and into 
Indiana and Colorado. The disease 
has been reported at Kansas City, 
Mo., but the report has not been 
confirmed. And the disease has even 
spread into Quebec, and Canada has 
initiated a control project. 

Dutch elm disease is a parasitic 
fungus spread by a European bark 
beetle, the beetle being an intro- 
duced, not a native, pest. But in 
Canada the ordinary elm bark beetle 
is the carrying agent. Evidently the 
elm bark beetle travels ahead of the 
disease it spreads. Today the beetle 
is abundant in Illinois, and it has 
been found in Iowa 
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Quarantine and eradication pro. 
grams have been tried. Dr. Tehon 
said that pruning out diseased parts 
in the individual tree in the earliest 
stages of the disease should be done. 
as the disease will not spread in the 
tree until it is reinfected. Through 
the work of Dr. Horsfall and D, 
Dimond at the Connecticut agricul. 
tural experiment station, in chemo. 
therapy, it has been found that oxy- 
quinoline benzoate gives some degre: 
of success in preventing death of in- 
fected trees. 

Through the research project be- 
ing carried out by Howard and Caro. 
selli at the Rhode Island agricultural 
experiment station under the spon- 
sorship of Bartlett Tree Expert Co 
a material for treating this disease. 
Carolate, has been developed. Dr

Tehon said that the results of this 
material were still to be evaluated 
Last August at the meeting of the 
National Shade Tree Conference, 
Dr. Curtis May, of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, related 
that in checks on Carolate, it was 
found that in untreated trees which 
were infected with the Dutch elm 
disease, thirty-seven per cent showed 
involvement with the disease; in trees 
planted on soil treated with alumi- 
num sulphate, thirty-three per cent 
showed involvement of the disease; 
in trees planted on lime-treated soil, 
sixty-six per cent showed they were 
diseased, and of trees treated with 
Carolate, fifty-eight per cent showed 
involvement of the disease. At the 
American Phytopathological Society 
meeting in December at Memphis, 
Howard and Caroselli reported that 
Carolate, a salicylate of low mag- 
nesium lime and urea, arrested the 
disease in more than seventy per cent 
of the infected trees over a 2-year 
period. It was shown that forty per 
cent mortality of the trees resulted 
when the treatment was given when 
the trees showed less than five per 
cent of wilt at the time of treatment 
and that seventy-nine per cent mor- 
tality resulted when there was more 
than five per cent of wilt in evidence 
at the time of the treatment. 

Another means of controlling the 
disease is through the use of DDT 
spray formulation to kill the elm 
bark beetles in the preflight stage. 
A late dormant spray is widely used 
in the east, and much hope is held 
out for this method of control 


Phloem Necrosis of Elms. 

Phoem necrosis appears to be a 
native American disease, said Dr. 
Tehon. Symptoms similar to those 
of the disease were reported in Ken- 
tucky in 1893 and in Illinois in 1882, 
although more well founded reports 
became evident around 1912. About 
1918 the disease was found at Iron- 
town, O., and it spread rapidly to 
Dayton and to southern Indiana, 
Virginia and West Virginia. Today 
it is damaging trees from West Vir- 
ginia to Nebraska and Kansas, as 
far south as Kentucky, covering a 
15-state area. The reason it is prob- 
ably not found farther south is that 
there are fewer American elm trees 
in that region. It seems to have 
northern climatic limitations, too, as 
the disease has not been found much 
to the north of Urbana, IIl., although 
there have been sporadic occurrences 
at Peoria, Rockford and Chicago. 

Phloem necrosis is a virus disease 
that is artificially transferable by in- 
fected grafts. It cannot be grown in

laboratory plots. The insect which 
carries this disease is the elm leaf 
hopper. 

No hopeful results of controlling 
the disease have been found through 
the use of chemotherapy or other 
medication. Spray control, partic- 
ularly with DDT, has been success- 
ful in small experimental tests, but 
this has yet to be given a practical 
use test. When DDT sprays were 
used at the University of Illinois on 
1,500 trees, only one tree was lost in 
the second year; so this method of 
control is hopeful. 

Removal of diseased trees seems to 
be about the only solution at present. 
Dr. Tehon said that the cities of 
Champaign and Urbana, IIl., had 
found that it cost them an average 
of $70 to remove a tree, leaving 
stumps and roots. The cost to the 
taxpayers would be so considerable, 
as would the cost of spraying, that 
a law was passed that no more Amer- 
ican elm trees be planted on public 
property at Urbana. 

Research for resistant varieties to 
phloem necrosis and Dutch elm dis- 
ease have resulted in one highly 
resistant species, the Christine Buis- 
man elm, which was distributed 
about a year ago to the nursery trade 
for multiplication and sale. 


Oak Wilt Disease. 


In describing the origin and 
spread of oak wilt disease, Mr. Wy- 
song related that the authoritative 
records of this disease date back to 
early 1930, according to Dr. A. J. 
Riker, professor of plant pathology 
at the University of Wisconsin in 
Madison. Thereafter the continued 
discovery of wilting trees and dying 
oaks was reported with increasing 
frequency from various locations in 
the southern part of Wisconsin, and 
research studies to ascertain the 
causal agent were undertaken by Dr. 
Riker and Dr. B. W. Henry, of the 
University of Wisconsin, and Dr. 
C. S. Moses and Dr. C. A. Richards, 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture forest products labora- 
tory. Eventually the studies of these 
scientists resulted in the discovery 
of a hitherto unknown fungus, Cha- 
lara quercina, so named by Dr. 
Henry in 1944, as the causal agent. 


From its discovery in southern 
Wisconsin in 1929 oak wilt disease 
spread south and by 1949 was found 
throughout southern Wisconsin and 
in parts of Minnesota, Iowa, Illinois, 
Missouri and Indiana. In 1950 it 
spread to Ohio, Pennsylvania, Ne- 
braska and Arkansas, and already in

1951 has been found in the north- 
eastern part of Kansas. 

Outside the causal agent, Cha- 
lara quercina, little more is known 
about the disease. It has no proved 
carrier to date. But it seems to spread 
either in a distant type of spread, 
100 yards to a mile or more, or in 
a local progressive type of tree-to- 
tree spread. From a single infected 
tree in an oak stand, the disease ap- 
pears to spread in a more or less 
circular pattern to adjacent trees, a 
few to a considerable number dying 
each year. 

While trying to discover the means 
of local spread of the disease, Dr. 
Riker and J. E. Kuntz, of the depart- 
ment of plant pathology, University 
of Wisconsin, discovered the natural 
grafting within the species. Oak trees 
may join together underground by 
frequent natural root grafts, and 
evidently the oak wilt fungus uses 
the root grafts as ready-made pipe 
lines to spread from tree to tree once 
it has infected a tree. Both spades 
and chemicals were used to break 
the root grafts, and so far such meth- 
ods have been found successful. Mr. 
Wysong said breaking of the root 
grafts should be done by trenching 
around the tree and cutting all roots.

NEW EXPERIMENT GARDEN 
FOR CENTRAL CALIFORNIA. 


To meet the need in central Cali- 
fornia for a horticultural experiment 
station devoted exclusively to th« 
improvement of western ornamental 
plants, the Saratoga Experimental 
Gardens, Saratoga, Calif., were estab- 
lished. Such an institution has long 
been sought by Ray D. Hartman. 
owner of the Leonard Coates Nurs- 
eries, Inc., San Jose, Calif., who is 
president of the Saratoga Experi- 
mental Gardens. 

As a site for such an experiment 
station, Mr. Hartman has favored 
the vicinity of Saratoga on the west- 
ern side of the Santa Clara valley 
He believes it to have the most fa- 
vorable climatic conditions in central 
California for testing a wide variety 
of plants. 

In September he outlined his idea 
to Maunsell Van Rensselaer, then 
director of the Santa Barbara Bo- 
tanic Garden, Santa Barbara, Calif., 
and together they sought the advice 
of specialists in horticulture and bot- 
any. After many weeks spent in con- 
ferring and selecting a site, the 
Saratoga Experimental Gardens be- 
came a reality January 1. Mr. Van 
Rensselaer assumed the position as 
director. 

The site of the gardens, which are 
located north of Saratoga on the 
Saratoga-Sunnyvale highway at 
about 450-foot elevation, has a warm 
southern exposure in winter and 
tempered by cool afternoon breezes 
in the summer. The gardens’ chief 
field of interest will be in western 
shade trees and native California or- 
namental shrubs. For the next few 
years, emphasis will be placed on se- 
lection and propagation of the best 
available strains. Work in plant 
breeding is contemplated for the fu- 
ture. Information on improved o1 
more efficient methods will be as- 
sembled from time to time for pub- 
lication in leaflets and horticultural 
journals, and special effort will be 
made to provide information of prac- 
tical value to nurserymen. The gar- 
dens will be operated on a nonprofit 
basis and ultimately should be self- 
sustaining. 

Assisting Mr. Van Rensselaer on 
the staff will be Thomas Marken, as 
superintendent, and Dudley Phelps, 
as propagator. Both men received 
training at the propagating grounds 
of Leonard Coates Nurseries, Inc.

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been tea roses or hybrid tea roses in 
ancient Rome, for these plants had 
a blooming season throughout the 
year in that southern temperate zone, 
and that the roses must have come 
by caravan from Cathay. The an- 
cient Romans also must have had 
greenhouses of some sort, he believes. 
and probably used a mica composi- 
tion for window panes to let in the 
sun’s ultraviolet rays. At one of his 
banquets, Nero used roses that cost, 
in our currency, $165,000. Cleopatra 
used the rose to supersede the lotus 
as the Egyptian flower. When they 
took over the city of Constantinople, 
the Turks cleansed the Christian 
churches of their infidel smells with 
barrels of rose water. With the sack- 
ing of Rome by the barbarians, the 
widespread use of roses disappeared 
temporarily. 

Empress Josephine of France, 
wife of Napoleon, brought roses 
from all over the world to her pal- 
ace at Malmaison, and there began 
hybridization efforts which led to the 
modern rose. By the time that her 
work reached fruition, she was in 
her grave and Napoleon was on St. 
Helena island; so the new rose hy- 
brids were named for the restored 
king and queen of France. 

According to Mr. Edmunds, the 
four great epochs in the history of 
the modern rose were: The hybrid 
perpetual or remontant of our great 
grandmothers’ gardens; the hybrid 
tea rose which has; until recently, 
been the rose of the garden; the in- 
troduction of the Persian yellow by 
Pernet, giving rise to the Pernetiana 
roses with their salmons, corals and 
bicolors, and the introduction now 
of roses of changing color, of which 
the new Masquerade is the first. 

Masquerade, hybridized by Eu- 
gene Boerner, of Jackson & Perkins 
Co., Newark, N. Y., is a yellow color, 
but changes hue gradually through 
many shades until it reaches a deep 
red. Mr. Edmunds said that when 
this rose bloomed in the test garden 
at Portland, he wrote Mr. Boerner, 
asking if the rose had Rosa muta- 
bilis in its make-up, and the answer 
was no. In its ancestry was a rose 
produced by William Kordes, to 
whom Mr. Edmunds then wrote. Mr. 
Kordes replied that the Swiss nurs- 
eryman, M. Correvon, had sent a 
cutting from an old rose he had 
found on a grave in northern Italy, 
apparently one of the old Roman 
roses. Mr. Kordes used this cutting 
in his breeding work, and it had gone 
into the make-up of the rose that 
produced Masquerade. He had tried 
for years to obtain seedlings of this 
plant, which now grows to about six 
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feet high, and finally had secured six 
seedlings, but he was bemoaning the 
fact that other seedlings had been 
sent to a test garden at Sangerhau- 
sen, which now was in the Russian 
zone. He thought he would have to 
go over there to dig them up.

The Tropical Groves Nursery, at 
4550 East Thomas road, is being pre- 
pared for increased production by 
the new owners. On a 10-acre tract 
are five greenhouses and three acres 
under lath, largely engaged in the 
propagation of lining-out stock of 
trees, shurbs and vines suitable for 
the southwest.

The Florida Nursery & Landscape 
Co., Leesburg, Fla., was recently the 
subject of a full-page write-up in 
connection with its page advertise- 
ment in the Lake Region News pub- 
lished at Eustis, Fla.

Hypericum Prolificum. 


The St.-John’s-worts are among 
the best of the summer-flowering 
shrubs. One of the most common spe- 
cies grown is Hypericum prolificum, 
the shrubby St.-John’s-wort. This 
upright spreading shrub, of about 
five feet high at maturity, is native of 
the territory extending from New 
Jersey south to Georgia and west to 
lowa. It was first introduced into 
cultivation about 1750. 

The generic name, hypericum, is 
an ancient Greek plant name of un- 
certain meaning. The specific name, 
prolificum, refers to the prolific 
blooming habit of the plant. 

Not unlike several of the other 
hypericums, the shrubby St.-John’s- 
wort has exfoliating light brown bark 
on the older twigs, which to some 
gardeners is a pleasing characteris- 
tic. The young twigs are 2-angled on 
edged, green in summer, but becom- 
ing a shiny brown during the win- 
ter months. 

The leaves are opposite, entire, 
narrow oblong in shape and about 
two inches long. The leaves are often 
yellowish-green in color and not par- 
ticularly outstanding. The fall foli- 
age color is yellowish and of little 
ornamental value. An_ interesting 
characteristic of hypericum, often 
used as a means of identification, is 
the semitranslucent glands appearing 
as dots on the leaves. 

The bright yellow flowers are the 
outstanding characteristic of the 
plant. They are single, about three- 
fourths of an inch in diameter, borne 
terminally or axillary on the new 
growth in July. Plants continue to 
bloom, although oftentimes sparing- 
ly, until mid-September. The flowers 
are borne few to several to a cluster, 
as the cover illustration shows. The 
fruit is a brownish capsule of little 
ornamental value. 

The shrubby St.-John’s-wort is not 
exacting in its soil requirements, do- 
ing well under average soil condi- 
tions. It grows well in dry, sandy 
soils and is one of the hardiest of the 
hypericums. It does best in sunny sit- 
uations. 

Propagation is accomplished by 
seeds, which can be sown in flats in 
the greenhouse during late winter 
or in well prepared seedbeds outdoors 
in the spring. Softwood cuttings 
taken the latter part of June or early 
July, with the basal cut made one- 
fourth to one-half inch below the 
node, will root readily.

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Book Reviews

GARDEN COLOR AND DESIGN. 


The books on garden plants and 
operations by H. Stuart Ortloff, and 
those he authored jointly with Henry 
B. Raymore, are known for their 
thoroughness and originality. The 
latest by this pair is “Color and De- 
sign for Every Garden,” just pub- 
lished by M. Barrows & Co., at 
$3.50. Its 300 pages are full of in- 
formation and data which should not 
only inspire better garden planting 
by amateurs, but should be quite 
helpful to those in the commercial 
field having only limited training and 
experience. 

In the opening chapter, on the im- 
portance of planting, the authors 
briefly point out the elements of gar- 
den design, or patterns as they call 
them. Subsequently, the principles of 
plant arrangement are discussed, as 
well as basic plans for succession of 
bloom, color in the garden, a frame 
for the picture, gardens for special 
situations and regional plantings. 
An additional chapter gives instruc- 
tions for making an original plant- 
ing plan. 

Tables of plants for special pur- 
poses or conditions are useful, as aré 
those of the blooming time of 265 
perennials by weeks and of the 
blooming period of flowering shrubs 
in the vicinity of New York city. 
Over fifty sketches give suggestions 
as to garden designs or patterns, of 
special interest to those developing 
herbaceous borders. 








THE HYDRANGEAS. 


Anyone having a particular inter- 
est in the hydrangeas will welcome 
the appearance of a book devoted to 
this genus, the first work said to have 
been written about it except for a 
French handbook. “The Hydran- 
geas,” just published by Constable & 
Co., in England, at 25 shillings or 
$3.50, is the result of long study by 
a noted English plantsman, Michael 
Haworth-Booth. In addition to 185 
pages of text, there are twenty-one 
pages of excellent black and white 
plates. 

In his introduction, the author 
states that in European countries, if 
not elsewhere, the hydrangea is prob- 
ably the most widely cultivated of all 
outdoor flowering shrubs with the 
exception of the rose. In spite of 
that fact, or perhaps because of it, 
the nomenclature is in great confu- 
sion.

ing the plants was he able to obtain 
data to set him on the right track, 
for much of the literature is contra- 
dictory. 

He deals with this problem in de- 
tail in a lengthy introduction and in 
the opening chapter on the history 
of the hydrangeas. Then a chapter 
of forty-eight pages discusses each of 
the species, in length anywhere from 
a paragraph to a page. A chapter is 
devoted to the garden varieties of 
Hydrangea macrophylla and another 
to the varieties of H. serrata. 

Other chapters are on breeding, 
cultivation of the garden varieties, 
propagation and forcing in pots, dis- 
eases and pests. Short closing chap- 
ters discuss hydrangeas as garden 
shrubs and for tubs and vases and as 
cut flowers. 


“OLD HERBACEOUS.” 


Though called a novel, “Old 
Herbaceous” is a gentle story of 160 
pages about a foundling child that 
grew up to be the head gardener on 
an English manor estate of the lat- 
ter nineteenth century. His nick- 
name seemingly came from the 
crusty disposition he developed, 
though his deeds would seem to be- 
lie it. 

The author is Reginald Arkell, 
writer of musical plays for the Lon- 
don theater, books of garden verse 
and biography. The writing is deli- 
cate and tender, even the descrip- 
tions of the rural characters. The 
book has just been published by 
Harcourt, Brace & Co., at $2. 


GARDENING IN THE BIBLE.

AMERICAN ROSE ANNUAL. 


Members of the American Rose 
Society have just received their 
copies of the 1951 edition of the 
American Rose Annual, which js 
fully up to the high standards of 
previous years and worth consider.

the fee for membership in the organ. 
ization. The annual sells for $4.50 
per copy and is obtainable from the 
headquarters of the society, at Har- 
risburg, Pa. The secretary, Dr. R. C 
Allen, has edited this volume with 
consideration for the wide variety of 
interests of several thousand mem- 
bers among amateur and commer. 
cial growers. Experiences with gar- 
den roses in various sections of the 
country are contributed. Soils and 
nutrition are given special attention 
in a group of several articles. Report 
on varieties of rose understocks jis 
presented by Griffith J. Buck, of Iowa 
State College, who is carrying on the 
work started some years ago by the 
late Prof. T. J. Maney and finan. 
cially assisted by the rose society. 
Standards for judging roses are pre- 
sented in a series of papers given at 
the first school for rose judges spon- 
sored at the 1958 annual meeting. 
The experiences of many members 
with a large number of different rose 
varieties appear in the annual fea- 
ture, “Proof of the Pudding,” which 
occupies fifty pages. 

The foregoing mentions but a few 
highlights of this interesting and in- 
formative volume of 280 pages. 
Plates of sixteen roses appear in full 
colors. 


WILLIAMSBURG 
ARRANGEMENTS. 

For twenty years Mrs. Louise B 
Fisher has been gardening at Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., and for nearly that 
length of time has had charge of the 
flower arrangements at Colonial 
Williamsburg. She has studied th 
books and prints of colonial days % 
that the arrangements might partake 
of the style of that period. From 
what she has learned and has done, 
one result is a handsome book en- 
titled “An Eighteenth-century Gar- 
land: The Flower and Fruit Ar- 
rangements of Colonial Williams- 
burg,” just published by the publica- 
tions department of Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg, at $3.75. That is a mod- 
erate price nowadays for a book that 
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is finely printed and finely bound, 
besides containing thirty-one excel- 
lent illustrations, several of them in 
full colors. 

Her arrangements have been 
called “buxom bouquets,” because 
thev are abundant with flowers, and 
not geometrical or arty. Some of 
them remind one of the familiar 
prints of floral arrangements of 
those earlier days. Of course, she 
uses chiefly the flowers of the garden 
and natives of the field and wood. 
but buys many from the florists. She 
describes her methods of composition 
and arrangement interestingly. 

In the latter portion of the book, 
she tells something about the eight- 
eenth-century plantsmen and details 
the sources of her references in the 
text. 

From a historical point of view 
this book is interesting, and as a 
beautiful gift it would be welcomed 
by any lover of flowers. 


BULLETINS RECEIVED. 


The college of agriculture of the 
University of Illinois, has released 
circular No. 672 on “Dusts and 
Sprays for Vegetable Insects.” Gen- 
eral control measures to use against 
insects that damage vegetable crops 
are described by J. M. Wright and 
J. W. Apple. 

A 40-page, illustrated circular, No. 
671, “How to Know the Common 
Vegetable Insects,” from the Univer- 
sity of Illinois college of agriculture, 
tells how to recognize the more 
common garden insects in Illinois, 
and gives general directions for their 
control. The damage that each in- 
sect does is also discussed by the 
authors, J. M. Wright and J. W. 
Apple. 

A 27-page circular on “Growing 
Melons in Illinois” covers growing 
and marketing of muskmelons and 
watermelons; varieties of melons 
and control of diseases and insects 
which are a problem to melon grow- 
ers in Illinois. Written by C. E 
Mitchell and W. A. Huelsen, the 
pamphlet has been released by the 
University of Illinois college of agri- 
culture as circular No. 675. 

In “Growing Annual Flowering 
Plants,” farmers’ bulletin No. 1171. 
published by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, author 
8. L. Emsweller, principal horticul- 
turist, discusses briefly cultural prac- 
tices for annuals. More than half of 
the 26-page bulletin is devoted to 
descriptions of forty-two annual 
flowering plants.

eastern portion of the state so desig- 
nated and the western portion of the 
state still permitted to carry on sup- 
pression and control activities on spot 
infections. He did not want the en- 
tire state brought into the generally 
infested area. 

C. A. Boyer, of Michigan, repre- 


senting the Ceneral Plant Board, 
urged a continuation of the federal 
quarantine with the extension to 


those states or parts of states that 
failed to cooperate in control and 
suppression activities. This was based 
on a resolution passed by the Central 
Plant Board at its meeting at Toledo, 
O., March 19 and 20. He also spoke 
for Illinois, requesting a continuation 
with necessary revisions of the fed- 
eral quarantine. 

Speaking for Michigan as a state 
and the Michigan Nurserymen’s 
Association, Mr. Boyer indicated that 
they wanted a maintenance of the 
federal quarantine, with the exten- 
sion to include states or parts where 
control or suppression activities have 
not been carried out. 


Supporting Statements. 


Waldo Craig, state entomologist 
of West Virginia, urged a continua- 
tion of the quarantine, 

Dr. Little, chief of the bureau of 
plant industry, department of agri- 
culture and markets of New York 
state, supported the Eastern Plant 
Board resolution.

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Dr. Clay Lyle, representing the 
state plant board of Mississippi, sup- 
ported the statement of the Southern 
Plant Board read into the record by 
c. H. Alden. 

C. Zapp, of Connecticut, reported 
that he had had this matter up with 
the nurserymen of his state, and the 
nurserymen as well as the plant 
quarantine officials wanted the quar- 
antine continued as it is now operat- 
ing 

Louis Hahn, of Louis Hahn & Son, 
Pittsburgh, Pa., operating in Penn- 
slvania and Mississippi, said his firm 
could not exist without the federal 
quarantine. 

After these personal appearances, 
there were placed in the record, 
without reading, letters from various 
individuals, including nine nursery- 
men, eight in favor of continuing the 
quarantine as it is now operating and 
one opposed to the continuation and 
requesting a revocation. 

While the hearing was attended by 
forty-six persons only, there was 
evidently almost complete agreement 
for the continuation of the quaran- 
tine under federal auspices. Nursery- 
men and state quarantine officials 
alike were in agreement that the 
quarantine should be continued and 
extended wherever the bureau of 
entomology thought the extension 
would be necessary for the protection 
of states to the west of the generally 
infested area at the present time. 


SHADE TREE DISEASES. 

[Continued from page 43.] 
After the trenching is completed, the 
infected tree should be removed. It 
should not be removed beforehand, 
for as soon as the tree is cut down. 
its roots become a part of the system 
of another oak tree to which they 
are naturally grafted. 

Until the carrier of the fungus is 
found, there appears to be no sure 
method of control. The best thing to 
do is to remove infected trees. It has 
not yet been discovered if the disease 
can be transmitted from the tree 
once it is cut down into logs, but so 
far it is recommended to destroy the 
logs by burning, at least the outer 
surface for one to one and one-half 
inches into the sapwood, as the dis- 
ease spreads in the sapwood of the 
tree. 

Twenty-eight species of oaks are 
susceptible to oak wilt, including all 
the native oaks plus Quercus robu 
and Quercus virginiana.

HUMIDITY CONTROL. 


[Continued from page 11.] 

which certainly bothers other grow- 
ers when they come to see what we 
are doing and to discuss propagation. 
It seemed only reasonable to assume 
that the excessively high humidity 
might promote active development of 
all types of fungus, botrytis, damp- 
ing-off and so on. Those of you who 
have read other reports on the use 
of humidification systems will per- 
haps have been struck by the report 
that high humidity tends to reduce 
or eliminate diseases. Our experi- 
ence so far fully justifies this state- 
ment. One instance may suffice. In 
our rhododendron house we inserted 
a few rows of Azalea hinodegiri cut- 
tings as a test. We had been informed 
that these cuttings promptly turn 
black and die under high humidity 
conditions. We therefore inserted 
across the bench two rows of ex- 
tremely soft tip cuttings, two rows of 
medium stiff cuttings taken from 
the center of the current new growth 
and two rows of really hard twiggy 
cuttings, these being really 2-year-old 
wood. This last group was treated 
with Merck’s No. 2 hormone powder. 
All cuttings rooted 100 per cent. 
They were inserted August 2 and 
were strongly rooted in six weeks. 
There seemed no obvious difference 
in any of the types of cuttings ex- 
cept that the hard twiggy group with 
the aid of the hormone powders 
seemed to root more rapidly, while 
the extremely soft cuttings were a 
little slow. There was no sign of any 
disease or deterioration in the cut- 
tings whatsoever. 

Although we do not normally pro- 
duce flowering shrubs such as for-

sythia and weigela, a small experi- 
ment indicates the great potential 
value of humidification systems to 
growers who produce this type of 
stock. Normal procedure in most 
nurseries is to take soft summer cut- 
tings in carefully constructed frames 
and to maintain them in a close con- 
dition until rooted. There the cut- 
tings remain through the winter for 
planting next spring. I believe that 
if one has a house that could be fitted 
up with humidity control, it should 
be possible to move in and out succes- 
sive batches of cuttings, each remain- 
ing in the house not more than ten 
days. The cuttings would be removed 
strongly rooted at the end of that 
time and heeled in the frames for 
overwintering. I say this because we 
put in a small batch of forsythia cut- 
tings August 21 and removed them 
August 28 all heavily rooted indeed.
